t. THE objects of this Society shall be as follows :— 


I. To advance the study of Greek language, literature, and art, and 
to illustrate the history of the Greck race in the ancient, Byzantine 
and Neo-Hellenic periods, by the publication of memoirs and unedited 
documents or monuments In a Journal to be issucd periodically, 


If, To collect drawings, facsimiles, transcripts, plans, and photographs 
of Greek inscriptions, MSS., works of art, ancient sites and cemains, and 
with this view to invite travellers to communicate to the Society notes 
or sketches of archwological and topographical interest. 


TIL. To organise means by which members of the Society may have 
increased facilities for visiting ancient sites and pursuing archeological 
researches in countries which, at any time, have been the sites of Hellenic 
civilization, 


2. The Society shal! consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, a Council, 
a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, and Ordinary Members, All officers 
of the Society shall be chosen from among its Members, and shall be 
¢z officio members of the Council. 


3. The President shal! preside at all General, Ordinary, or Special 
Meetings of the Socicty, and of the Council or of any Committee at 
which he is present. In case of the absence of the President, one of 
the Vice-Presidents shall preside in his stead, and in the absence of 
the Vice-Presidents the Treasurer. In the absence of the Treasurer 
the Council or Committee shall appoint one of their Members to preside, 


4. The funds and other property of the Society shall be administered 
and applied by the Council in such manner as they shall consider most 
conducive to the abjects of the Society: in the Council shall also be 
vested the contro! of all publications issued by the Society, and the 
general management of all its affairs and concerns. The number of the 
Council) shall not exceed fifty. ,

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§. The Treasurer shall receive, on account of the Society, all 
subscriptions, donations, or other moneys accruing to the funds thereof, 
and shall make all payments ordered by the Council. All cheques shall 
be signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Secretary. 

6, In the absence of the Treasurer the Council may direct that 
cheques may be signed by two members of Councll and countersigned 
by the Secretary, 

7. The Council shall meet as often ag they may deen) necessary for 
the despatch of business. 

8. Due notice of every such Meeting shall be sent to each Member 
of the Council, by a summons-signed by the Secretary, 

9 Three Members of the Council, provided not more thai)’ one of 
the three present be a permanent officer of the Society, shall be a 
querum, 

to. All questions before the Council shall be determined by a 
majority of votes. The Chairman to have a casting vote, 

tt. The Council shall prepare an Annual Report, to be submitted 
to the Annual Mewvting of the Society. 

12. The Secretary shall give ootice in writing to each Member of 
the Council of the ordinary days of meeting of the Council, and shall 
have authority to summon sa Special and Extraordinary Meeting of the 
Council on a requisition signed by at least four Members of the Council. 

13. Two Auditors, ‘not being Members of the Council, shall be 
mlected by the Society in each year. 

it A General Mecting of the Society shall be held in London-in 
June of each year, when the Reports of the Council-and of the Auditors 
shall be read, the Council, Officers, and Auditors for the ensuing year 
elected, and any other business recommended by the Council discussed 
and determined. Meetings of the Society for the reading of papers 


may be held at auch times asthe Council may fx, due notice being 
given to Members, 


15, The President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretaries, and 
Council shall be elected by the Members of the Society at the Ainua! 
Mecting. 


16, The President shall be: clected by the Members of the Society 
at the Annual Meeting for a period of five years, and shall not he 
immediately cligible for re-clection. 


t7- The Vice-Presidents shall be elected ‘by the Members of the 


seciety at the Annual Meeting for a period of one year, after which they 
shall be sligihle for re-clection, 
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r#; One-third of the Council shall retire every year, but the Members 
30 retiring shall be eligible for re-election at the Anntial Meeting. 


19, The Treasurer and Secrétaries shall hold their offices during the 
pleasure of the Council. 


20. The elections of the Officers, Council, and Auditors, at the 
Annual Meeting, shall be by @ majority of the votes of thom present. 
The Chairman of the Meeting stall Have a-casting vote. The mode in 
which the vote:shall be taken shal} be determined by the President 
and Council. 


2), Every Member of the Society shall be summoned to the Anni! 
Meeting by notices issued at least one month before it is held: 

22, All motions made at thé Annual Meeting shall be in writing 
and shall be signed by the mover and seconder. No motion shall be 
submitted, unless notice of it has heen given to the Secretary at least 
three weeks before the Annual Meeting. 

23. Upon any-vacaney in the Presidency occurring between the 
Annual Elections, one of the. Vice-Presidents: shall be elected by. the 
Counci] to officiate“as President until the next Annual Meeting. 

24 All vaecancles“among: the other Officers of the Society ccourring 
between the same dates chall in like manner be provisionally filled up 
by the Council until the next Annual Meeting. 

 -2§. The names of all candidates wishing to become Members of tlie 
Society shall be submitted to a Meeting of the Council,-and at their 
next Meeting the Council’ shall proceed tu the election of candidates 
#0 proposed + no sach election to be valid unless the candidate receives 
the votes of the majority of those present. 


26. The Annual Subscription of Members shall beone guinea, payable 
and due on the fat of January cach year) this annua! subscription may be 
compounded for by a single payment of £15 15s., entitling compounders 
to be Members of the Society for iife, without further payment. All 
Members elected on or after January 1, 1905, shall pay Gn election an, 
entrance fee of two guineas, 

27, The payment of the. Annual’ Subseription, or of the Life 
Composition, entitles. each Member: to receive a copy of the ordinary 
publications of the Society, 

28, When any Member of the Society shall be-six months In arrears 
of his Annual Subscription, the Secretary or Treasurer shall remind hiny 
of the arrears dye,-and in case of non-payment thereof within six months 
after date of such notice, such defaulting Member shall cease to be 
Member of the Society, unless the Councit make an order to the contrary, 
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29, Members intending to leave the Society must send a formal 
notice of resignation to the Secretary on or before January 1) otherwise 
they will be held Hable for the subscription for the current year. 

30. If at. any time there may appear cause for the expulsion of a 
Member of the Society, a Special Meeting of the Council shall be held 
to consider the case, and if at such Meeting at least two-thirds of the 
Meinbers present shall concur im a reaolution for the expulsion of such 
Member of the Society, the Preaident shall submit the same for con- 
firmation at a General Meeting of the Society specially summoned for 
this purpose, and if the decision of the Council be confirmed by a 
majority at the General Meeting, notice shall be given to that effect Lo 
the Member in questian, who shall thereupon cease to be a Member of 
the Society. | 

31, The Council shall have power to nominate British or Foreign 
Honorary Members, The number of British Honorary Members shall 
not exceed ten. 

32, The Council may, at their discretion, elect for a period: not 
exceeding five years Student-Associates, who shall be admitted to certain 
privileges of the Socicty, 

33. The names of Candidates wishing to become Student-Associates 
shall be submitted te the Council in the manner prescribed for the 
lection of Members, Every Candidate shall alao satisfy the Council 
by means of a certificate from his teacher, who tiutst be a person occupying 
& recognised position in an-educational body and be a Member of the 
Society, that he is a dom? fide Student in subjects germane to’ the 
purposes of the Society, | | 

34. The Annual Subscription of a Student-Associnte shall be 
one guinea, payable and due-on the tat of January in each year. In 
ease of non-payment the procedure prescribed for the case of a defaulting 
Ordinary Member shall be fallowedl. 

35. Student-Assaciates shall receive the Society's ordinary publications, 
and shall be entitled to attend the General and Ordinary Mectings, and 
to read inthe Library, They shall not be entitied to borrow books from 
the Library, or to make use of the Loan Collection of Lantern Slides, 
or ta vate-at the Society's Mecting= 

46. A Student-Associate may at any time pay the Member's entrance 
fee of two puineas; and shall forthwith become an Ordinary Member. 

37. Ladies shall be eligible as Ordinary Members or Student- 
Associates of the Society, and when elected shall be entitled to the same 
privileges as other Ordinary Members or Stuilent-Asapciates 

38: No change shall be made in the Rules of the Society unless 
at least a fortnight before the Annual Meeting specific notice be given 
to every Member of the Society of the changes proposed. 
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RULES FOR THE USE OF THE LIBRARY 


AT 2a, ALBEMARLE STREET. 


I, Tar the Library be administered by the Library Committee, 
which shall be composed ot not less than four members, two of whom shall 
form a-querum: 


LU. That the custody and arrangement of the Library be in the hands 
of the Hon, Librarian and’ Librarian, subject to the contro] af the 
Committee, and in accordance with Regulations drawn up by the aii. 
Committee and approved. by the Council, | 

Ill. That all books, periodicals, plans, photographs; &c., be received 


by the Hon. Librarian, Librarian or Secretary and reported to the 
Council at their next meeting. 


LV. That every book or periodical sent to the Society be at once 
stamped with the Society's name. 

V, That all the Society's books be entered in a Catalogue to be kept 
by the Librarian, and that in this Catalogue such books, fic, as are not to 
be leutout be specified. 

VI. That, except on Christmas: Day, Good Friday, and on Bank 
Holidays, the ‘Library be accessible to Members on all week days from 
eleven A.M. to six P.M, (Saturdays, 11 A.M, to 2 9.M.), whet either the 
Librarian, of in his absence some responsible person, shall be In 
attendance. Until further notice, however, the Library shall be closed for 
the vacation from July 26 te August 31 (inclusive). — 

Vit. That the Society's books (with exceptions hereinafter to be 
specified) be lent to Members under the following conditions :-— 


(1) That the mumber of volumes lent at any one time to each 
Member shall not exceed three. 

(2) That the time during which suck book or books may be kept 
shall not exceed one month, 

(3) That no books be sent beyond the limits of the United Kingdom, 

VIII. That the-manner in which books are lent shall be as follows:— 

(1) That all requests for the foan-of books be addressed to the: 
Librarian: 

(2) That the Librarian ohall record all such requests, and lend out 
the books in the order of application. 


(3) That in each case the name of the book and of the borrower he 
inscribed, with the date.in a special register to be kept by 
the Librarian, 


(4) Should a book not be returned within. the period specified, the 
Librariin may reclaim it. 


fs) All expenses. of carriage to and fro shall be borne by the 
borrower, so : mae 
(6) All books are due tor return to the Library before the summer 
vacation. 

1X. That no book faliing under the following categories be lent out 
underany circumstances :— 

(1) Unbound beoks 

(2) Detached plates, plans, photographs, ani the like, 

(3) Books considered too valuable for transmission, 

(4) New books within one month of their coming into the 
Library; 

XM. That new books may be borrowed for one week only, if they. have 
been more than ane month and less than three months in the Library. 

ML That inthe case of a book being kept beyond the stated time the 
borrower be liable toa fine of one shilling for each week after application 
has been made by the Librarian for its return, and if a book is lost the 
borrower be bound to replace it.

Mr. W, C¥.-Anderson gave some account of a recent journey to Amphipolis 
and discussed its. possibilities as a site for excavation. The happy change.in 
‘Turkish government fostered the hope that before Jong it might be possible 
16 survey and’ excavate many important sites. Amphipalis claimed o leading 
Place on any list of possible excavations, Itwas unoccupied and fairly accessible 
Hitherto brigands:and marauding bands and a well deserved reputation far malaria 
had kept travellers at a distance. Mr. Anderson visited the site in 1$99 [ef JAA, 
1296, p. 344) and'in August Inst year (1908), and photographed the chief featores 
of the site ami the few monuments that are left. Reliefs, mecriptions, and 
Lerracotins were found in considerable quantities, and were waported by the 
inhabitants by way of Cavalla. The interest of the site was that it commatuled the 
mouth of_the Strymon andl the approach to the sea fromy the fertile Philippl valley. 
It was on the Vie Agnetia and on the Turkish post road, and: untill: early lest 
century waa 4 place of some importance. Here, if anywhere, semaine of the 
pre-Grecian civilisation of the Balkans might be found, for it lay on the direct road 
from. the sca to Bulgaria, and as the *Niny Ways’ must have Leen @ place of 
barter and tmffic, Tlic solution of the probleni of the origins of the culture of 
eutly Greece lay hidden in such sites, and of the three store towns of Xerxes it exe 
the most promising with a view to excavation, 

Mr, Anderson's view, published privately.in 1897 in the Pupers of University 
College, Shetheld, was that Xerxes effectively occupied the valleys of the Hobris, 
Strymon, anc Axis, and that vanous difficultice os to bis Ime of march and retreat 


wore explained by the treble of having his lines of supply at right angles to Hit 


lme of atlyance and lines of communication by sen ‘The site bad not been 
touched, except by peasants, since the Franch expedition of 1863, but a» relief 
now retnowed showed connexion with Samothruce, and there could be litie doubt 
that there way much still to be found, as the remains of the city covered aboot a 
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spe mile, The milaria was the chief obstacle, but there was healthy ground:

“But there were strong Teisone against Vollirail’s view, and. for supposing 
that the cult and culblegends of Eleuthera) reached Athena os early as the 
middle of the sixth pentury: a. : and that a new ‘ cathartic” festival in spring 
was instituthd to provide for the god OF til new cult, Scholars had long 
felt the difficully inthe Aristotelian dogma that ‘Tragedy! arose somehow from 
the Dithyramb amd was primarily “Satyrje’s a new theory had boen put forward 
that tragedy amen not from Diconysiae fitual, bo) from a mimetic service performed 
u) the graves of herows Hult whatever advantiges aitached:to this theory, it did 
not uccount any more thar the older theory wecounted for the name Tpaywiin, No 
explanation of this ‘word of any probability hal ever been put forth other than 
ihe ubyiews one, that it meant "gout<ong"; that is, according to, the most likely 
‘analogies, the song of mon dressed Tn geatakcine. The mistake hitherto: made was 
to suppose thai imei so dressed wete satyra ‘The orginal performers in the 
Tpaywiia were worshippers of Dionysos Makdvaxje, a god of the biack goat-skin ; 
aml ther smimetic datiee was solenn, dad, always tragic, probably orginally a 
winter rite. ‘The true meaning of the primitive service was indicated partly by the 
legend concerning. Dionysos Madiaye and the duel between Meianthoe and 
Xanthos, in which Blackanan killed Fair-man, partly by the:story of the Minyan 
Woksee of Crchomencs, who had to do with # ritual in which the young god was 
killed. partly hy: the discovery by Mr. KR. MU Dawkins of a Dionyse Monomers play 
in modem Thmee in, which goatmen appeared and) a guatanan was alain and 
lamented. “They must lock for the origin of Attic tragedy in om ancient 
European Mummery, which was a winterdrama of the seasons, in which the Flack 
personage Diunysos MeAarwrys OF MaAardos, oro: ywkders, killed Nanthos the Pair 
One, ‘the atta wore the black goatskin of their god. Sitch 4 peusant 
arummery-play spreading through the North-Creek vilkiges would often attract ihe 
loca! dimamatic legend of some priest like Tkaros, who was slain in the service of the. 
god: thts awevld bring iy the ‘heroic’ element, the death of the Dipnysiac

Mr. A. HL. Smith presented an address on behalf of the Council, tn 
July Dr, J, E. Sandys was present st the celebrations in honour of the 
sooth antiversary of the foundation of the University of Leipsie and 
presented at address, Congratulatory addresses were presented to 
Professor vor Wilamowitz-Mollendorff on his Goth, and to Dr, Helbig 
on his joth, birthday, These communications will be printed in the 
Journal. 


The Council have renewed their grant. of £100 w the British School at 
Athens fora further period of three years. They have recently learned 
with interest that important discoveries have been made on the western 
bank of the Kurotas by the excavators at Sparta. The complete excavation 
ef the so-called Merielaion, which scems: likely to be another shrine of 
Attemis, will probably occupy another year. The Coutcil have als voted 
a small grant to Mr, C. H. Hawes, a former. student of the School at 
Athens, whose devotion to ethnographical research in Crete they were 
glad to recognise in this way, 


The annual-grant of £25 to the British’ School at Rome has been raised 
to £50, and renewed for a further period of three years. The Council Ieurn 
with pleasure that the text of the Catalogue of the Capitoline Museum is 
iow practically complete, and await with interest the report of a new 
feature in the Roman Schools work, the excavations carried on wider the 
auspices of the Government of Malta, under the superintendence of Ds, 
Ashby and Mr, T. E Peet. 


They wish to congratulate the Byzantine Reseaych Fund. on the beautiful 
materials for the fartherance of Byzantine art and archacology shewn at 
their recent mecting, and cordially cammend the support of this lest 
undertaking in the study of later Hellenisi to all inemnbers of the Society 
for the Promotion of Hellenic Studics, 


The Promotion of Roman or Latin Studtes.—The Council desire 
to bring to the notice of the Society the fallawing pecliminary report on 
a subject which they feel to be of peculiar interest and importance, 


In past years the question has been raised from time to tinve whether 
the Hellenic Society could not expand the field of its work:so as to include 
more specifically Romartor Latin studies. In October last this point wits 
definitely brought before them in a memorandum by Dr. Ashby, the 
Director of the British School at Rome, and the following were appointed 
a Committee ta consider and report upon the whole question -—Professer 
Percy Gardner, Mr, G. F. Hill, Ds, Asthur Evans, I'rofeasor J. Le Myres, 
Mrs S. Arthur Strang, Mr. .-G. Hogarth, Mr, George Macmillan, My. 
Arthur Smith, Sir William Ramsay, and Mr. Penoyre.. In the course 
of their deliberation the Committee took the opinion of the following 
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Members of the Council and others who were not of their body —Mxr 
R. M. Dawkins, Dr. Ashby, Mr. Cecil Smith, Mr Ff, 1, Marshall, Mr, 
H, B, Walters, Professor Hosanquet, Mr. J. Ho Hopkinson, Professor 
Burrows, Professor Ernest Gardner, Professor Reid, Mr. WG FE 
Anderson, and Mt. George Macdonald. 

The Committee considered in detail three plans. drawn up by. Mr, 
Hogarth, Professor Percy Gardner, and Mr. Till. Mr. Hogarth’s plan. was 
for the development of the Hellenic Seeiety Into an Institute of Classical 
Studies, the present Managing Committees of the two Schools beconing 
Committees of the Institute jinder the geteral direction of its central 
Council, Professor Gardner, while thinking the) most natural solution 
would be the creation of -a. Sodety for Latin or [tailan Studics, 
comsidered that an alternative would be for the Helleni¢ Society to move 
further in the diréctian in which it has already moved towards including 
Roman Studies, The Journal might be enlarged. and confined to papers 
on classical antiquities down to the fall of Rome; papers on metiaeval and 
modern Greece might be givem to the Annual of the British School at 
Athens while thot on mediaeval and) Renaissance Italy should appear in 
the papers of the Roman School, whieh. it was most desirable to make #n 
annual sather than an Occasional publication, Mir. Hill advocated a 
oman branch ander the same Council, with a separate subscription and a 
separate journal, to include reports on Roman studies in differant parts of 
the world, and of excavations in Roman Britain. 


Qn the whole Professor Gardner's plan met with most approval, but 
even for this Mr. Macmillan estimated that an addition of £300 pes annum 
to the Society's income, and £200 per annum: to that of the British 
Scheol at Rome was necessary. | 


After prolonged discussion the Committee reported -—(1) The financial 
aspect of such an extension of the field of the Hellenic Society as woultl 
include Roman and [tallan studies was so seriows that the Commitee did 
not feel justified in recommending that the Hellenic Society uhould itself 
undertake the moré exteniled or specific study of Roman subjects. (2) Ts 
appeared to the Committee that the first point to be ascertained wag. 
whether any scheme for the pramotion of Latin studies would. meet with 
adequate financial support. They, therefore, recommended that as @ 
oreliminary a letter intended to elicit information an this point be drawn 
up and addressed to Members of the Hellenic Society, the Classical 
Associations of England and Scutland, the Universities, the Society of 
Antiquaries, and local Archacological Societies, (Colleges, Sehouls, and other 
boulies likely 10 be interested, and the Press. |

The Council have now. to.inform the Society that the long foreseen 
moment has arrived when it is necessary to seek fresh quarters. ‘They 
fee] that they cannot recommend the purchase of books and materials 
for which there is no further houseroom, and they are aware that the 
‘overcrowding. of valuable books in) small rooms, lit by gas, is a false 
economy, which, besides hampering at every pomt the proper administration 
of the Library, is producing a serious depreciation in the value of the 
Society's property. 

They propose to mke forthwith two steps to effect a move as soon as: 
possible:—(1) ‘To depute to the officers of the Society the duty of finding 
more adequate quarters; (2) to rediice the annual grant for the library 
till the change is effected, and to devote the sum so saved to the Neawy 
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expense of re-equipment. So soon-aa they can bring forward 9 definite 
scheme they propose to open a special fund for the same purpose, to 
which all meéembers-of the Society will be asked to contribute. 

Finance.—The Statement of Accounts for the year calls for littie:in 
the way af special comment. It is satisfactory to be able again to report 
a small increasé In the income forthe year, the receipts for Arrears of 
Sabseriptions and for Entrance Fees belo larger than for the preceding 
year, while the peverpts under other heads are about the same On the 
other hand, the getieral expenses have been £50 greater, about half the 
éxeess having been incurred in the purchase of a typewriter and in payment 
of salary to a typist. The smaller amount paid this year in Grants, 
howover—£185 us against £340—together with a reduction of about £40 
on the cost of the /owread, has-enabled the Treasurer, after writing off £30 
for depreciation on the stock of back volumes of the /owrnal,to show a 
siirplus on the year of £118, with the result that the Assets at the preserit 
‘moment show @ total excess aver the Liabilities uf £350.

Ladies and: Gentlemen, 

You have hefore-you the Repor-of the Council, a Report testifying to the 
constantly growing activities. and constantly increasing waefulness of Our Society, 
And you have heard from Mr. Macmillan, who has from the first watched over Its 
progress, the not imwelcome news that we must be prepared to lengthen our conts 
aod stremgthen our stakes if we would keep pace with the demands spon our help. 
It ia the eustonr. of our Society for the Presilent to propose the adoption of the 
Report, and thie T do with great satisfaction. 


Thiring the pust year few of our prominent members have passed away, and we 
may well spend » few yninutes in dwelling on their memory, First J mast mention 
out Vice-Presideat, Professor Lewit Campbell, who bas sometines takert the chair 
at our meetings, and wu whom the progress of Hellenic Stailies was very dear. 
Professor Campbell's name is especially associated with the study of Plato and 
Sophocles ‘Me stool for the influence of Greek Literature on the best thonght of 
our day, In his work on religion in Greek Literature he showed how much even 
inimfern religion owes to the pucts and philosophers of Greece: and It may be said 
that the same lesson inay be learned from another point of view in, the Life of 
Jowett, and iy the part which Campbell took in ennching the Christianity of our 
day with the fruit‘of Greck Culture: Tir the University of St, Andrews, Cambell 
wis a gteat power: to the end of his life he retained a close connexion with Oxford + 
atid very shortly before his death he published the laest and the ripest fruits of his 
life tony reading of Sophoctes. 


Many members-of our Society will have felt 9 grievous persanal live in the death 
of Mr. Lous Dyer, His services to thi¢ Society were not confined 10 his frequent 
attendance at Council mcetings and his genial presence at our larger gatherings J 
cannot think without emotion of the many occasions on which hiy kindly ail wre 
cailted in hy our Secretary and ynysell, As a bond of union between the Hetlenists 
of Engtand and those of America he occupied s unkyue place which no one else 
ean fill, Many of us owed to him introductions which have aided permanently 10 
to the satisfaction of our lives: Mr, Dyers devotion to Hellenic Studies aa nota 
more preference ; it was a devntion, tlisiixat a fataticisert | and no one has strngylod 
more carnestly agaist the stream which at present tends to Iomen young ten from 
the pursuits which belong-to man's higher faculties and to draw them towards 
ewidies which are narrowly utilitarian, “Mr, Dyer contributed several papers to our 
journal. His “Gods of Greece " is 2 mitring and cloquent book, and nt his death le 
was engaged on producing a book on Olympia, unfortunately only begun. 
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Tt i remarkabie that on the very day on which Dyer nuccumbed to an. Insidious: 
disease, there died of the same disease hiq minst intimate frivnd, Dermetriue Bikelas, 
of Athens and Yaris, who was.aleo » member of our Society, Bikelas was an 
author of greak repute, » passionate lover of all (hat was Hellenie whether tn ancient 
or modern times: Few have dane more for that moder cauinpaign of the Greek 
Schooimaster which hus spread (ireek ides and Jetters over, many distncts of 
Turkey, much, as; in the days of Alexander the Grout, the Greek Scloolinaster 
carried omer and Rutipides to the Oxus and the Tigris As Dr. Tikelas 
represented, perhaps better than any one, the cosmepolitan side of Greek culture; 7 
will briefly sketch hig career. He was born jn Crete i 1235 His first years were 
devoted ta business in Loridim, but by the: time he was 47 he had secuted a 


competency, and thenceferward his life was devoted fo edveation anil Tearnmg. In 


i874 he published a work on the Greeks of Byzantium, lealling the way in than 
revived interest in the Byzantine Empire which is now constantly. growing. He 
next published a story of the Greek war of independence, called Lookis Laras, which 


(waa trainsluted into several Muropean languages, Lhe English version botng dine to Mur 


honorary member Or. Gennddivs In retorm he introduced to moder Greece the 
plays Of Shakespeare, many of which he translated. He waa equally at-home in 
London, Paris, and Athens. A friend of the late Marquis of Bate, President of the 
French Association ‘pour l'encouragement des Gtudes greeques,” ay well a8 of the 
Attreniat: Society for the spreal of useful knowledge, he promoted by his business: 
abilities, his wealth, ard lis personal charm, the love of Greece which is so-warm In 
Wentert| Kurope. Few men whom T have met have hod a more charming 
personality; Mr, Dyer msed to speak of him us the best man he hod ever known 
He will leave a real blank in the affection of ius friends and the ranks of the 
junds of culture

“The buses of 2 seriee of portraits of the kings of 
Macedon fave come to light, and an archaic altar i the form of a cube whieh may. 
be that assigned in antiquity as the work of Apolla himsell The eatier Greek and. 
the later Roman market have been identified. As the Greek Government. has 
decided to purchuse the island, which is practically gninhabitedd, it may be hoped 
that in future it will recover more and inore its place as the-sacred home of Apoilo, 
andibe ending monuinent of his fame. 


Pethaps the most important dlacovertes of the year from the port of vor of art 
have been those at Pawasae, in Thessaly, About the year 59 8c. the wally of the

Polygnotue is orepresented for mt by a 
few handfals of colimired Wait fon thy frescoes of the (nician treasury af Delpha 
Zeusié, Patthasius, Apelles, arc only names. Rut the painted stelae, of which these 
fram Pagasse are the most noteworthy, at least preserve for us some recom of the 
prinbiples of composition and perspective followed by Greek artints m the great age, 
They are thie work of third-rate men, though. we have a record thar the great printer 
Nikiae did not disdain euch commissions. Bot at least they serve ss-an introdlottian 
to the paintings of Rome and Herculaneum ; they mark points in the deselopment 
uf whieh the consummation ia Teached in the Roman age. ‘They heljy oul, with 
life andl colour, te invatuahte, bur somewhat hand and cold, testimony of vase 
paIMCingES. 


As regards Bysuntine art, the Kuselan exploration at Salonien has tronght much 
new material rhrosing light on the seventli and eighth centuries. When the Turks 
ecenpied Saloniaa, the poeics of (he church of Saint Demetrius were tovered inp, 
like those of Saint Soptin at Coébstantinople, with whitewash.

‘a mirrer in her hand: the mirror is completely unilercut, a technical 
peculiarity not found in other reliefs of the kind—A bronze fulcrum, oF 
“sofa arm” ornamented with two rather conventional heads and a Tipe 
relief of the young Dionysos reclining. —A magnificent mirror from 
Thrace of early Chiriktian date; the Oieze of peacocks and vine growth ts 
cut with great precision, and has much affinity with Byzsintineart.— An 
Etrascan mirror showing an incident in the story of Medea in incised 
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design.—An exquisite little bronze of @ boy with Wpraised Nand, a jgener- 
ous donation trom Mr, W, C. Alexander: the motive Gf the hand is diffi- 
cult to" understand; the whole figure probably belongs to the Alexandr.

In cansidunstion of the literary traditions of English scholarship, the

(1) All Greek proper names should be transliterated into the Latin 
alphabet according to the practive of educated Romane of the Augustan age,

up their heavy armour: the state would tot be too ngid in Oui ering 
property qualifications when it wae againt itm inweredt to do ad, and jmoore 
over by 411.0 number of Thetes were serving ws hoplites (Thue tl. 45).

Bolvch ( Berdlhermey der 
(rseehisch.RGmischen Welt, p U0) consider! that the errar lay with a eapyist 
umd wished to omit the words wal pyploy, and thie view i& endorsed: by 
Busolt (Gricchische Geahichte, TL. p 886), who gives a short review of the 
literature on the subject. It is, howover, quite impossible to aceuunt for thee 
suppose! earruption of the text, and Thucydides’ total i continmed by 
Diodorus (12 40). Again, though Themistocles is expressly stated to have 
increased the size of the wall of Athens so that it would nvod fewer men for 
ite detence (Thue. 1.03), yet a guard of 6,000 mon would surely be insufficient 
for a circumference of 145 stades, 

The explanation of the passage put forward by Meyer (#orshungen sr 
alton Geachiehte, TL pp 156 ff.) is basod on u different supposition, Ho thinks 
that the text is sound but that the phrase ‘oldest und youngest’ bad some 
te be ased lioeely as a synonym for the citizen reserve, Accurding bo this 
theory the citizens were divided into « field force ail 4 garricon force

To this explanation there are vartous objections Firstly, there is thy 
difficulty mentioned above of supposing thar Athens had #s many as 26,000 
hoplites. Seoondly, no authority of any kind can be quoted for the division 
of the force into two egial halves, nor is ther) anv ‘parallel recoded in 
ancient Creede to stich on arrangement though it tuust be admitted that our 
information about details of organisation is eo alight that if auch a parallel 
did @nat we inight easily nol know of it, Again, the men between 18 ani

Anil when we consider the siege-craft uf the poriod, it is 
clear that the hoplite was by no means the best solilier to defend a high wall, 
like that of Athens The tlefereler’s tank was to lucate andl to hlook mings: te 
hang out aiftiatufl to take the shock of the battering-ram, or to matizilate 
engines to break thosn of the eneiny: bo raine hiv fortifications to auch 
height that the enemy conld not get a footing on them. For all such 
purposes the hoptite wonld be of little wee: he woul! certainly by yahuble 
if the enemy succeeded in forcing a. gate, or if, ws more frequently happene(t, 
thoy were admitted by traitors. bot even for-street fighting no largy niass of 
heavy-armed mon could be employed: missifes thrown from house-tops and 
Windows Woold be mor effactive, while-a few hoplites defended tha open 
panes or tHe barricades across the roule Tt woul clearly bo best to have « 
few Hetaclunente of hoplites postedl at definite points in the eity, anil ta loave 
the actual defence af the wall to light froop= 

Again ft is curipus that Thucydides (or Pericles) in enumerating the 
resourone of Athone should have omitted all mention of the light troops, whe, 
mumerivally at foust; formed a large part of the aray that took the field 
at Detiom and elsewhere, Of course, most of the Thetes served af one time 
or unothiw as rowers, but the wholo Hoet was seldom manned, and those 
disengaged would naturally help in the defence of Athens, Moreover, even 
rowers cin jaw tod old for active service. and very possibly it was the fact 
that wll the oldest and youngest Thetes, ae woll ae the oldest and youngest 
citizens of Hie higher dlasses, served in the gurrisan foree that carned for tivwat 
boely the tithe of wewraros eal wperSdrares,

Mi, Mitxx's article in the last volume of the Jowrnal (xeviil. 121 
calle attention tt an interesting class of domuments, the tablets or ostraky 
which served as school-bodky in Graeco-Roman Egypt ‘The British Mirseun 
has recently acquired tw nnustially good and complete specimens of thie 
class. As they are, to the best of my belief, the mokt perfort that have yet 
come to fight, it seews worth while to publish them te entero, 

Tho first (now Brit; Mns Adi MS.87510) is a single wooden tables, 
Lf. 44 ie itn Tength, 5) m: high at the left-hand end, and 4] in. al the 
right-hand exd, Projecting from the teft-hand end is 9 small knob, nearly 
an ine in diameter, through which a hole is bored, by which means the 
tablet could be anapendell from o wail im the wall of the school, as in the

and of wing dishomoutable imoans to conceal his obligationa Lax ox the 
Greeks were in horrowing, this is né ordinary case The fine of Herndiliun 
reste almost as much om his travela and his careful obsurvations a on. his 
histery'in the stricter sense; if-his observations be borrowed and his travels 
resetnble thesé of Sir John Mandeville, his reputation must warely suffer 
severely. | 

OF conse, if the facta prove that, Herodotus is guilty of this conduct, wo 
must sceapt the conclusion ; hut the gener truthfalness of Herodotus, which 
modern research tenia more-and more to confirm, may well make us examine 
carefully the evidence ior so damaging « conclusion before we acoapt it. 
Tlerodotas had admittedly been in Egypt. Why, it may fairly be asked, 
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should he have borrowed from Heestaens what he could have seen for 
himself either in the world around him or in native pictures?) And 
modern criticism tends to diseredit Diels’ theory in a minor point of 
some importance. He accepts Kirchhoff's theory as to the onder in which 
the history of Herodotus was composed,.and considons that his roeitations at 
Athens—delivered before 440 n.c—were the oariiest parts of his: work and 
these which ultimately made up Books I-HDL (p 439). Bot if we hold 
that Books VIL-IX. werd the parts first composed and that Book IL ts 
probably the latest part of bis work, based on travels which may well be 
liter than 440 tc, then it becomes still less likely that Herodotus eked out 
his lectures on Egypt with passages drawn from his predicessur, and the 
statement that Heralotis travelled in Egypt under circumstances politically 
muuch more unfavorable’ than those of the visit of Heeatasus, bocones very 
queetianable, . . 

One more point must be urged as to the relations of Herodotus and 
Hocatagns, That the work of the former was not popular je certain ; 
whatever the péuos referred to im his epitaph may have been, Herodots 
never lacked critics, from Cresias to the anthor of the De Malignitate, If 
this is so, it is very curtons that his yroes plagwriams were hod pointed ont 
till the end of the first century A». Even then there was no gener] 
acceptance of them; Clenient of Alexandrian is 4. better eritie than 
Porphyry’> Pollio; he devotes a long and interesting chapler of his 
Stromateia™ to the @l\auvros wdo7mw?} of the Greeks But there is no 
thention of Herodotus in the list of offemlers, while Hecataeux figures in it, 
with Hellanicus and others. 

The lateness of the chargy against Heratotus ts good evidence that the 
work which bore the name of Heeatacas was not generally accepted, and 
that the passages in it which were common to it and two Herodotus were 
commonly credited to their real author, not to his imaginary predecessor:

Tho difficulty of trmeing thes» in the fragments of *Hoeataens* is great 
owing to their extreme smantiness It is hand to convict « forger who is 
representaxl mainly by alist of names. But seanty as the fragments are, they 
seem sufficient, There are mistakes of several kinils : 

(1) The clearest are those where he has misread his Horwlotus, and: 
speaks of customs and peoples as still existing in his own day, when they had 
cenmed to exist In fr, 182 he makes Zoné ‘a city of the Cicones' 
Hat, vi 59 quite mghtly says. after mentioning Zondé, ‘thie land [the 
neighbourhood of Dorsous) was originally that of the Cicones’ But this 
people had since moved further west, so far as they existed ut all in historic 
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times. Se agnin, im fr, 189, Hecatanus saya ‘(Among the Matienians) 
is a city, Hyope, and the people wear the same dress as the Paphlaguniann’ 
The Mutienians he speaks of are ‘near the Gortians’ and belong to the Cau- 
casas region: they can tally have nothing to do with the Paphlagonians 
Herodotus (vii. 72), who makes the same remark (raay we not say from 
whom the remark is stolen ?), i speaking of the other branch of the 
Matiebiany on the Halys, who had the Papblagonians ss neighbours on’ the 
opposite hank of that river (i. 72). What Horodotue says exactly smite 
the geography; what Heeataens says is, to say the least, extremely 
improbable, oven if we could mot account for the siatement as a bungling 
plagiarista. 

(2) Adifferent kind of mistake i4 the torning of distri into oA. 
So Tapygia is a ‘city’ (fr, 54), Chorasinie is a ‘ city" (fr. £73), Daricane in a 
“oity' (fr, 180), The idea of w ‘city’ is an odd one among the nomads nf

(3) Agnin Heeataens seeiny to bo mistorl by names that ho does not 
underviand. In fr, 30‘ Annthe’ is ‘a city of the Oenotrians, év pero- 
wotopig” The south of Italy is notoriously secant of water; but some fight 
is perhaps thrown on the fragment by the fact that there is an ‘ Interamnia’ 
in Bruttium. Perhaps » ‘little learning is « dangerous thing” for a forger:

I have said these pointe may seom smull,in fact they are very small ; 
but unluckily the fragnients give sis pothing of importance, and so we have 
to teak them in trifles. And this brings me to the Inst point, which dows 
hot hear ss inuch an the genuineness of the fragments as on. the modern 
view which mnkes their supposed author a pioneer of Ionian science. 9 
precursor of Herodotus tn his critical methods and much more. 

Tf Hecatqeus was really this he has been singularly unfortunate in his 
npitomaters. There is not one single fact of any importance in his 
fragments ; on the contrary, when they do give us anything but bare names 
We have statements like the following =

To som ap the whole question, For the gonuineness of the fagnents 
we hav thy evidence of Emtouthenes. x really great nome, Against it 
we have the fact that oo ome refers to Heeatacus os gvographer till 
the thin century, wehave: the contempt of Heraclitus, the silence of Anstotle, 
and. the deeamive verdict of Callimnachnus; we must conaider too that their 
Fanuinoness sceme to many lo involve un serious condemnation of Herodotus; 
and we juve to explain the extraorditary unimportance of the fragments 
if thoy really represent » sicth-conbury work of epoch-niaking importance. 
Surely tho oummlative weight of these aryumetta is convincing) singly they 
mieht well bo amid to leave the case an open one, bit cillectively they go 
for bo pede the theary of forgery, 

Aud how ons word as ta two special reasons why this subjeck is worth 
conablering. “The first i¢.that there has spring wpm fishion of babe yur of 
referring lnrge sections of the history of Herodotus to Heoataewa Lehmann 
thinks he ean find the source of Horelotna’ acconnt (in Bk. i.) of Chulilaew 
in hte pretleeessor: Poigok proves tu his own satisfaction © that Herodotns” 
Modinn history comes to him from the same source. This list could be inde- 
finitely extended, The worst of all these thoories is that they hardly admit 
of dieproof, becouse there is absolutely no proof for them The best that ear 
be-said for them ia that they are possible; but no historian con accept the 
pucsible if it has no evidenon to support it, Lf this paper could speceed 
in showing that we have nothing of Hecate bat the fragments of ‘his.

For convenience of catwloguing the drawings are arranged goographically 
in three volumes, under the tithe Turkey, Greeee (oehuding the islands), 
ani Agia Mivor, 

The drawings mia in Turkey ard thy earliest in date and, archaoolopic- 
ally, the least interesting : Turkey, in thiy case, monn Constantinople and 
‘its immedinte neighbonrhocd; Cockrell had not pisrmission to ilraw in the 
mosques, and his-skotches of the interiors are only copies of what he describes 
as ‘fairly faithful drawings * mada bya Greek for Canning, then Secretary to 
the British Embassy, His own drawings are mninly from memory; he says,*

On leaving Satonika the party craised about among the istunds, getting

The ¢dtawings made in Greece number, roughly, about 250, and are 
arranged in four groupe under the howlings Athens, South Groece, North 
Groeee and the Islands including Grete, Coekerell was thrice in Athens for 
long periods, in TALI, in 1815, and: in $814; the excavations at Aegina took 
place in April and May of 1811, and during that year he made « loug tour in 
the Mores (August to September) and penta month in Crote.

A large water-colour sketeh of the Ereehtheion (Plate VII) ahows the loft 
constructed in the upper part of the building, n detail which is not roconted 
by any other visitor. The sketches of the Olympicion, the Theseion, the 
‘Poreh of Anvostus’ and of the monuments of Lysicrates and of Philopappus 
show that their ecandition bad not materinily chatnyed for the worse sinco 
Stuart's visit?

The only drawings relating to the excavations at Aegina are a pencil 
sketoh of the Temple of Aphaia and two sketches of the Temple at the 
port, reproduced us the bcad-piece of Part V. of The Temples of Acginn end 
Berssire.

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Troozen: a plan of the Temple of Poseidon and a copy of an iiseription, 
Epidanrus : a sectional drawing of the water-condoit in the Sacred Grove, 
and a plan of the ancient wall surrounding the promontory, Tiryns: a plan 
of the citadel with notes, détails of the east galleries, « section of the 
south galleries and the threshold of the Great Gale. Mycemne - the gate of 
the Treasury and its entrance, plans to scale af the Tholos, the inner obamber 
and the Drowos. Corinth: tho #ketches include « plan of the amphitheatre 
and two views of the Temple. Cockorell did not selett quite the same point 
of View as Stuart “and it ie therefore difficult to institute-a courparisan bunween 
thoir drawings, Wut the Temple seems to have suffered a good deal of damage 
in the interval between their visite; it is vertainly more built in by honses, 
and the wall between the columns is Innlt wp to four-fifths of their height. 

In addition to sketches of ancient sites, there are views of the medineval 
castles of Patras and Karytaenn, of places in the Mainiote /perimsula and of 
the districts round Andritzens, of ‘Troveen and of the Argolie plain, 

Cockerell mado his first tour i North Greece in the winter of 1813-14 
(November to Fobruary), when he went with « party to Albania. ‘The rotite 
from Athens to Janina lay through Plataza, Orchomenne (whenee “Topotias 
and Lake Copais with ibs two romaining «aradd0pas were visited), Panopein, 
Danlis, Chaerones, Delphi ond Pagne to Salona, From hero, on acoontih: nf 
the plague, the teayellers took ship te Arta and thence to Janina After 
sone stay there ani an excursion to a site which they adentitied as Cassiopeia, 
the return journey was tiade hy land over the ranges of Pmdus, deep in 
snow, by Mezzovo and Meteora through the Pass of Thennopylus and many 
plague-stricken villages, to Livadia and back tw Athens The sketolies timily 
include elaborate plans to scale of Plataea, Panopeia, Daulis, Chaeronea and 
Cassiopeia, with detailed arawings of the masonry, ete. ; plans of the 
Actipulis, city and Troasury st Orchomencs, with drawings of the Acrapolis 
yateway, of the stone over the doorway of the Treasury aod a copy of an 
inscription in the chursh, At Delphi a note is made. of the probable position 
of the hippodrome and « sketch of the Castalim sprig. Of the return 
journey there are only four reeords, a sketch of Mezzovo under the snow, 
aod three views of Meteorn; but this i¢ hardly to be wondored at, as 
Cockerell says: * What between the cold, the horror of the plogue and the 
fatigue, it had beets an appalling journey,” 

Daring the latter part of July in the same year (1814) « tour, with two 
friends, was made in Euboun, under anuch more pleasant conditions, The 
party went first to Marithon; of the plain we have three yiews, amd a plan 
to seale with notes on some walls The next halting-place was Rhamnus, 
where they saw the temple, but made no sketches, ax it had heen recently 
surveyed by Gell. Ata village near they discovered the site of the anment 
Tanagra, of which Cockerell made a pian to seale, showing the theatre, 
construction of masonry, ete.; he also copied an inseription and made a 
drawing of a portion of a frieze, A day or two later he notes thy finding 
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at Delium of « capital of the same stone, probably brought from Tamign. 
From Avlis the party crossed to Eubnes, aud among the vkotehes ds the 
anginal drawing of the ‘Temple of Zeus on Mount Ocha,” published by 
Walpole? The next ancient sito Visited was Erotria, which, Cookerell says," 
had not been seen Vy miadern travellers; here he made plans Ww scale of the 
city, the theatre anil the port, with notes on matters of derail. From here 
the party retarned.) Athens.

In December, 1811, he spent a month in Cretw, intending to gu thence 
with a party to Egypt, ‘The chief feature af the stay was « visit to, the 
Labyrinth, of which Covkerell published an account with a plan aud view,’ 
the rough sketches for which are in the collection, ‘The party rode via 
Retino, fow Canea to Candia, where they were wind-bound for nearly three 
Weeks, and when they got away an Decamber 2tith were first beealmod among 
the Cyolades and then deinyed by bad weather, so that Mr. North, who hail 
jlunned the expedition ti Eyypt, lost patience and decided to give i up. 
The party separated. ab Seio, Cockorell and a friend going off te Smyrie, 
whore they arrived, after many unpleasant alventures, 1 Folwuary, 1832" 

With the exceptions of five aketelies of Troy, made in September, 1510, 
just after leaving Constantinople, all Covkerell’s drawings ip Asta Minor 
were made between Febraary and June, 1812.

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(Aiasiluck) from the ancient site, From Ephesus he went to Sams, where 
he wae detained by bal weather, but finally got back to the nninluwl and te 
Priene He was much struck by the site and attempted several ‘restom- 
tiow’ of the rriins) he alee mate a plan ofa piece of the market and drew 
enw of the lion-heal gargoyle The next ancient site visited was Miletns, 
of which we have a general view, und two views of the Tonple of Apollo. 
From Geronta (the modern seaport) he went by way of Cnidos.and Rhodes 
to Patara, the drawings of which include # view of the arch-and a plan to 
scale of the theatre: At Myra le also drew a plan to scale of the theatre’ 
andl made a‘ restoration’ of the proscenium. From Myra he sailod by Porta 
Genovese and Phaselis (of which he tonde sketelies) to Satalia (Adilia), on 
the way to whieh he fell in with ILM.S Frederalateen (Captain Beuntirt), 
nol waa porated to transfer himself from his coasting vessel 1 the frigate 
an) to take the vest of the tour in hert® Among the sketches at Satalin. 
ure views of the port, of the lower at the south-east angio of the walls and a 
reconstruction of the Gateway of Hadrian, A stay of four days at Sidé gave. 
him the oppertenity of making elaborate plans of the theatre, with sugzes- 
hons for its restoration, and several sketches of the walls Aniong the other 
sites visited are Alarah, Selinti (Trajanopolis). Anemuriam, Selufkeh 
(Seloucia), Manaret nud Pompeioputis; the views of all these places given 
m Beanfort’s Xaramania, though apparently not Cockerell's work, agree with 
the sketches mule by him, the most interesting of which are the drawings of 
Trajatiopolia aml of Seleucia antl the plane and sketches of Pompeiupolis, 

The tour ended unfortanately;” on June 20th the Torks attacked a. 
party which had landed at Ayas, killed « midshipman and wounded Captain

Another atinck of fever 
followed, and as, owing to the abdication of Napoleon, Indy was niw 
open to Englishmen, he decided to leave Greece. During the autumn he 
went to Aegina and made somo interesting measurements of the culamna of 
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the bemipile at the port," and on Jannary Lath, 1415, firally fe Atha: for 
Tialy, travelling by Gormth, Argos, Audritzens, Bassag, Olympia, Patras 
(see J 55) and Cori. He arrived at Naples on April Lath, but, beyond #

1.—The Structure of the Base, 


The base of the obelisk is in three 
parts, which may be deseribed from the 
ground upwards, 

The foundation *® (Fig, 2) 8 in two aLepe 
built of squared ashlar in coumes from 
IS to 22 metres high, Inid as Gir av can 
be seen without mortar, The topmost 
MOUTAaL projects slightly beyond the rest

This platform js nearly square, and mensures 6°44 x 65) metres on the upper 
step, Upon the platform is placed » large block of white marble bearing the 
inscription, and the reliefs deseribing the transport of the obelisk. Above 
the imscription, but forming part of the sume block was a sqaure Anted 
plinth, The angles of this and the top of the block bearing the inscription 
have been cut away and four granite blocks inserted, one at each angle 
These are betlded at top and bottom: with lead, and wedged np at the sides 
with stall stones, They ineasnre: about 45x62 mutres with slight 
voriationy, and are placed with their short ands facing emst uml west, At 
the north-west comer on the top is a roughly ent inscription KOETT, 
On the north side, also on top, wre two holes and » hollow. Thess holes: are 
not the usual perpendienlar dowel holes, but are oval in shape, Round the 
top are a number of similar holes irregularly placed. Near. the top are 
small holes dnlled through the angles: That at the south-east corner has 
broken through. They may have been used to lift the stone, but would be 
nol only unsightly afterwards, bat weak for the purpose, ‘They are probably 
Inte and intended for the attachment of same wbjecta The white marble 
block measures along the sides at the ingeription level $74,373, 372, and 
263 metres, the north side being slightly shorter than the others The 
plinth has been « square of about 275 metres, but, as the granite blocks are 
longer from east t+ west, now measoree acroes then: about 311 by 285 metres, 
Both plinth and inscription sre broken through from top to bottom. 

Upon the plinth with its granite angles rests a sculptured pedestal 
crowned at the top with « email, played cornive, At the bottom are four 
anal! equate holes, two on the east; and two on the verth side, At the top 
on the north side ie a short channel terminating in a dmin ent right dows 
through the sculpture. Tho cornice has been broken away ab the sonth-enst 
angle an! rather clumsily replaced. Upon the top of the perestal are set 
the four brouze legs which support the obelisk, They are bedded at the 
top and bottom on lead, and have simall square projections at the inside 
angle which fit into holes on the top of the pedestal to keep them from 
slipping, Their position on the top of the pedestal has been fixed by fines 
scratched in the nuarble, and still partly visible. They measure about 
“47 metres square by 49 metres high. 

The granite obelisk was originally longer, and has been ent before being 
erected. The bottom angte, which is square abdve thy bronze logs, is slixhtly 
rounded between them When first erected it was evidently not quite 
plumb, for bronze wedges have boon driven in on top of the north-east log 
so as to raise the obelixk slightly at that angle On plan the obelisk 
monsures as follows —E_ 2°25 mS, 250m. W. 218m. N. 238: The east 
and south sides are Mat, while the north antl wast are convex on plan. 
The west side particularly has a strong curve. As the obelisk is very highly 
finidhwd, this peculiar form toust be intentional. | * 

The first point of interest to be considered is the shape of the granite 
blocks Had these been intended merely to strengthen the plinth, they 
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wonld have heen made-square. As at present placed they inerease the length 
of the plinth from enst- to west, hot mot ite breadth. Now whilst the tap, of 
the orgima) plinth is square, and the bottom of the obelisk practically so, 
the podestal which comes between them is oblong and fits the granite legs, 
but projects over the plinth to the ernst and west, ‘This suggests the 
following explanation of the manner invwhich the monument was eroctoil. 
The foiodation steps, and the inscription block wath ita plinth were frat 
intended (osupport the obelisk—perhaps with un additional square potlestal— 
Tt was then determined to use the present seulptored pedestal As, however, 
it did mot fit the top of the plinth, the granite blockd wore insertel at the 
angles Usnpport its projecting ends, The vhelisk was cut short, either to 
tonke it rasior to ereet, Or because it had got broken nt the end. 1b was 
placed on the bronze ligs beckuse, owing to the stioothriess of ite aules ani 
ite taperm form, it was necessury to support it from the hottom, while it wie 
lifted. Had the pedestal heen placed in position by some device 
of grasping it under the angles, the granite blocks would have been wedged 
ip: That they are becited in lead shows that the pedestal was placed on 
them They wer) probably covered by somo form of plinth moulding 
How gone, 

The obelisk does nob bear in the slightest on the patched pieoe of the 
cornice of the pedestal, whith has hoon earefilly cut to avold the biraneo ley.

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In 333 Constantinus would have been twenty-six; Conatantins seven mouths 
younger, and Oonstans ten years old. Thus as regards age they would 
x a well with the appearance of the figures on the relief. 

Tn style the reliefs show great likeness to other senlytures of the aame 
period. The most important parallels are the Diccletianig and Constautinian 
reliefs on the arch of Constantine at Rome” anil the arch of Galerius at 
Salonican” The frontality and the high relief of the figures take them 
wen to bé standing in an open space. This ix, 4s shown by Riegl, a 
marked characteristic in the other sculptures referred to, Even more 
striking is the likeness shown by individual beads on tho pedestal to 
Constantinian portraits. When, they. are compared with the portrait here 
reproduced (Fig, 7), a head in-the Magazzino Archeologico at Rome, there is 
no doubt that they are works of the same period. 

As regards the inscription block tt is clear that the Greek and Latin 
verses belong to the time of the erection of the obelisk, the reign of 
Theodosius But, since the block was originally intended for the obelisk at 
the‘ time of the failure to erect it, it seems likely thet the scenes showing its 
transport and its position in the Hippodrome date from that period, It 
does not seem very possible that the reliefs are Theodosian, althongh their 
style is not good. But as we have no seulptured toqnuments of that date 
except @ much battered relief probably from the colamn of Arcadias, thore 
is no possibility of coming to a-definite conclusion. It is, however, interesting 
to observe that Theodosius apparently used earlier reliefs for the decoration 
of the Golden Gate 

Tt is not known for what purpose the erection of the obelisk 
was originally planned. As a mere conjecture it is possible that it was 
bronght to, Contant by Constantine and from the first intended 

for the Hippodrome. Probably he wished to erect it there, as Augustus had 
set up a similar obelisk m the Circus Marimus at Rome. so that his new 
Rowe in the east should not be inferior in this respect to the western 
capital. Finally if Proclus erected the obelisk in thirty-two. days, there 
seems no reason why Constantine should have failed to set it up.

NOTE ON THE WAELS ON EPIPOLAE 


Ix reading apnin the narrative of the Sivilinn Expedition Intelyharetical 
ideas have occurred to me as te the porzling question of the walle on 
Epipolae, which Lhave thought it might he worth while with npologies to 
throw out for ertticiam. To show these pictorinlly, Professor Bury’s Plan 
and my own perhaps crude views are here set side by side. In these latter 
thery ary many dataids of position upon which no stress is lal, the genoral 
idea only heing indicated, Iam not going to touch pon ony alteration of 
text, but to deal solily with Thueydides ua we have hint, and with Thueydidles 
only, The main anggestions T have fo make areas followe; 

1.,‘That Professor Bury's. wall (4) mn, as Grote puts it, north-west, not

though low ones, with no debris at their foot (Fig. 2). But every tree on 
Eqipolae bends from a mary or less northerly direction, and the prevailing 
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northerly winds that bent thoee trees tanst aleo have carried the debris of 
Dionysius’ city over the southern cliffs, transforming those cliffs into slopes 
The masonry may have been removed; but a vast quantity of dust mist have 
rmeindined which can have gone in no other direction.

It must be admitted also that the wonls cuveresyicay rd Aorwrow Tois

Yel any ane 
who tel Plotech's eeay cannot Gil te notice law dependent the author 
48 for information not orily on the legends of Egyptian priests, but om the 
glesnings-of his compatriot predecessors in the sanie field, while he is often 
hard jit to it to explain away the grosser side of the Egyptian religion, and 
io acoount fir ite polytheism and worship of animals, In short, Plutarch and 
all the other Greek and Roman worshippers of Osiris were separated, by race, 
hy prejudice, and hy speech, from ov proper understanding of Egyption beliefs

Osiria, O thow whose linvhs camnot move like unto those of Osiris. Let not 
thy limbs be without movement; jet them not suffer sorraption ; \at them 
not pass away ; let them not decay; lot them be fashioned for meas if T 
myself were Osiris;'* and the Rubric says Tf the deceased know this 
chapter he shall sever suffer corruption in the underworld,” Thus, by being 
mummified and by nndergeing the same omgieal ceremonies as Osiris the 
deceased hoped to escape corruption. This was the root idea of the worship 
of Osirie; but from the very earliest times all sorts of extraneous doctrines 
got to be associated with it, especially those of the solar cult, Novortheless: 
it was this root idea which persisted throughout the whole course of 
Egyptian religious history and was never displaced, ‘To the Egyptian Osiris 
was at once his judge and the pledge of his future existence. Other gods 
and other magic might enable him to overcome the serpents and hostile 
dotors that besct his path to the ‘fields of rest;' but in Osiris, * lord of 
eternity,’ lay his hope of living for ever, In him contred all the sdeas eon- 
nected with the springing up of new Tife from decay and corruption; he 
represented the rovivifying power in Nature, and especially in man. We 
hear fittle or nothing of what good he did for the Hving; bnt for the dead he 
was at once the hope, the protector, and the judge. The great popularity of 
Isis sooms, however, to have grown up in later times chiofly owing to the 
skill sho was thought to possess in magic, which would naturally endear her 
to the superstitious and the magicians, Isis was the great sorceress, the 
goddess who had enabled Osizis not 60 much to a¥veroume his enemy Set, but 
ty overcome the pawer of death and. of bodily decay. Thite jn later times her 
nid wae universally invoked, and her great and magnificent tumple at Philae 
saw the celebrations of het mysteries continued right down to the tiga of 
Justinian, long after the Géterdimmerung in Egypt. Bub it was also in her 
capacity of mother of Harpokrates or the milant Horns" that she found 
enn a et a

father of Harpokrates after ho had met his death at the hands of Set

legend expressive of the renaissance of life from deeay and corruption that is 
typically Egyptian in its concrete matorinlism. The figure of [sis mucking 
the infant Horus was very dear to the Eyyptians, and thousands of this 
group had been made in bronze, faience, and terracotta from Saitw times 
onwards, Isis not only had reseed Osirvis from bodily corruption, but, after 
the latter had gone down to the shades to rule as king of the underworld, 
she brought forth « ohild-god as a pledge of his continued existence, and a 
type of mjavencscence and endless youth. Of Typhon. or Set it is difficult 
to speak with certainty, In the Osiris legend he certainly occupies tho réle 
of villam of the piece, und appears to have dono so from the earliest times 
He seems to have represented everything that was hostile to Osiris anil to 
have typified ‘also the terrors of the desert. Nevertheless, under the early 
dynasties prayers were frequently addressed to hin, alung with other gods of 
the dead, in the ordinary manner, for food offerings of thousands of oxen, 
reese, eto, while several af the great kings of the XIXth Dynasty bore his 
fame and worshipped hin with honour.’ But it seems clear that, being the 
enemy Of Osiris, he was looked on with dread and even aversion, while the 
figures found of him are extremely rare as compared to those of other 
Egyptian deities But of all the above-mentioned deities Osiris was the 
most torportant, the others on the whole playing comparatively subordinate 
parte in Egyptian mythology, It is true than Isis and Hurpokrates* 
resumed much greater importance in later times, but this came about ehietly 
owing to their connexion with Osiris. 

Let us now tim to Plutarch and his treatise, It may be at once 
stated that his version of the legend of the fight betwee Osiris and 
Typhon or Set, together with the parts played by Tis, Nuphohys, and 
Horns, corresponds very well with all that is known from the Egyptian 
records and rituals, and there is n0 donbt that it represents the current 
Egyptian smyth at the middle of the first century, It is in the long 
elaboraty disquisitions and exegeses that Plutarch formkes tho realmw 
of Egyptinn theology, althongh he is at great pains to find an Egyptian 
basis for each and every of his idens, According to him, and in harmony 
with the Platonic system, Osiris and Isis are great powers or daemens

Before this ho 
says (§ bill.) efxar yep dove odelas dv FAH 4 yeaecis wal wipypa rol Gytoe To 
yivonevov. Having gone thus far he procseds to elaborate his theory, 
seeing in the story of the fight of Typhon or Set against Osiria and Isis 
only another form of the struggle between Abriman and Auramaxda, of 
evil againat gond, of ignorance against reason, of sterility against qreatactive- 
ness. Iv the end Sat is not completely destroyed but like Alirnman can 
always continue to do harm, although finnily Good- must always brramph 
over Evil. 

Tt need hardly be anid] that all this ls not inthe least Egyptian. yet itt 
interesting to note: how throughoul the treatise Plutarch coma thoroughly m 
believe that his idew are the same aa those held by the educated Egyptian 
priesthood and that he in common with them i possessed of an esotery 
gnésidabont the Egyptian deities The yalgarmight indulge in the gross fornie 
af superstition derided by Greeks and Romans alike, but for those initiate! 
into the mysteries of Isis; there was the doctrine on which ho dilutes in his 
treatise, of which the polytheism end worship of animals is only the wiuter 
form. The question ia, is 7h possible that Plutarch was right? That the 
spirit of Platoniam hail penetrated into the Egyptian religion beyond the 
mere Uraeeo-Ronan culh of Tsis 7 

Looking at the question from the Egyptian side the answer must be: in 
the negative It may be admitted that tn Plutarch’s time deray andl 
disintegration had begun to attack the Egyptian religion, The knowledge 
of hieroglyphs was becoming more and thore fare, while those who were ably 
to read ani! write them, were only acquainted with the Ptolemaicand Romay 
forms, which are artificial and stilted to a degree, The common people, too, 
had been much inflooneed by Hellenisn, and the country had begun. to he 
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Hooded with those terracotia figures of Isis, Horus: Harpokrates, Bes, anil 
other fayounte deities in Hellenized form. Four centuries of Creek overn- 
ment and intermarriage with Greeks could nub have fail! to inodify 
the life of even-so conservative a pooply as the Kyyptiana® But the priest- 
hood, the very class whom Plutarch considered ts possess the same key to the 
wisdom of the ages os hinealf, and Inte whew manners and customa he 
enquires so ‘closely, was the main bulwark against Hellenic influence, -All 
through the Piolemaio period the pricsts at the great miligious centres suoh 
4s Dendereh, Thebes, Edfu, and Philae had not only carried on the worship of 
the ancient yods in the manner preseribed in the past, but had gone to great 
ping ho investigate into minntiae of eeremony.and ritual, so that everything 
might be done * according to the wisdom of Thoth aod therefore as set out in 
the sacred writings’ " This clinging to the religious past’ was to a great 
extent urtificial and had become more so in Roman times Nevertheless, wo 
know from the temple inscriptions that it was well maintained up to the time 
of the Antonine emiperors, although the knowledge of the priests about things 
anctent, had became much more reduced and circumscribed by absund 
traditions whily confusion worse than ever reigruyl it the arrasigement of the 
vast Eevptian pantheon, But in spite of this, the priests still held them- 
selves altel (rom Hellenio influence, and even if they had been capable of 
understanding the Platonic interpretation of the Osteis and Isis myth, would 
never have dreamed of adopting it 

We shall find confirmation of this if we turn to Plutarch’s treatise itself 
although perhaps not-somuch in the statements made about the Egyptian 
riligion as in the deductions drawn from-these statements, Tn the firsh place 
it seems clear that ha had-no acquamtance with the Egyptian languago, or he 
wonld never have perpetrated some of the terriblé etymologies uf which he is 
so fond. He was, therefore upparently quite withont « first hanil knowledge 
of the Egyptian sacred writings, and dependent entirely on what he picked up 
from priests and from the writings of Herodutins, Manetho, Heeatanis of Aber, 
and others who had written in Greek on the subject. Where he quotes Egyptian 
writings, his qnobitions have a thoroughly Greek ring; ms, for example, when m 
speaking of the shring of Neith at Sais he saya: 108’ op Sdes rip "A@qvas!*

Bat if Phiturch fad known Egypt better he would probubly have 
found that the fray at Dogtown waa instigated and led by the opposing 
factions of priests, the very people whom: he considers to be possessed of the 
same great and esoteric gnosis aa himeel’ The priosta ho looks on aa modots 
of eascoticizm and ceremonial purity, because thoy largely abstained from 
enting flea, shavedl their heads, and wore only linun garments That 
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ceremonial purity, especially in later times, was connected with thees priestly 
Ubservances is to w certain extent true, but the climate of Egypt natarally 
lired an abstemious people, while the custom of shaving the head hat been 
universal from time jmnemorial with all ciasses; and linen had-always been 
the most suitable ond the most easily prepared material provided by the 
country’s natural reeoumes. But tho shaven heal, the Imen rohe, ane 
oriental frogality parsed into the Graees-Roman eult of Tsis: nd Osiris as 
the outward signs of the rigid asceticiam demanded by the Platonic jdealiin 
which dominated it, = | . . 

There is a good deal of nvidewee in favour of Plutarch’s theory that 
Osins representa Nhe Nile and moisturs, Tn the same way as Isis in later 
times absorbed the attribates.of Hathor and Mut, eo Osiris abworbed those of 
the productive Nature goda, but his-associntion with the Nile is of peculiar 
interest and serves to show fhow confused the attributes of the varions 
Egyptian gods Geeame During the XVIIth and XEXth Dynasties the 
priests of Hapi or Apis, the bull-god of Memphis, anxious that thar deity 
should gain greater prestige, declared that their sacred bull was none other 
than the incarnate spirit of Osiris: From. Ubis gross the identifiextion: of 
Osiris with Hapi under the name of Asor-lapi, or Sepapis, as he was called 
later by the Greeks Onee confured with Hapi of Memphis it is easy to 
inderiand how he benaine identified with Ham the Nile-god, antl low-lis 
priests naturally claimed for him the gratitude of all thesé who profited by 
the fertilizing and beneficent irrigation quived by the aunual inundation Tn 
this way, tn late tines, Osiris became almost an agricul tim deity, a int on whink 
grent stross has been laid by Mr: .. G. Fraser," who draws a good many of hie 
conclisiona from Plytarch’sides of Osiris being the Nile and Moisture, “That 
this belief wax hold in Plutarch's time there is no gamanymg. especially ae 
vome of the agricultural religions ceromouies, whieh probably ongimuted m 
veneration of Hapi and other gods, had become absorbed in thoas of Osiris, 
But Osiris was not in reality a corn-god bat a dead god whe lived again 
a4 ruler of the dead The planting of Osiris beds in the tombe had no 
agricultiral or tellitic significance whatever, but was a magical ceremony to 
prodnce for the deceased life from death by the aympathetio imagery of seed 
sprouting from immnimate carth, ant the same may be said of the com and 
wax figuresoft the god, Both, also, are funerary and not agricultural onstoms. 
But in Roman times and to Plutarch’s contempormrios, Osiris had absorbed 
the functions of many other deities Including those of Hapi of Memphis and 
Hap the Nile-goil. 

Beforo leaving the subject of Serapis it inay be well ta notiee tho well- 
known vordionof Plutarch with regard (othe origin of the Alexandrina cult of 
thattleity (§ xxviii.) According to this acoount, Ptolemy Soter saw the colossus 
of Plate at Sinope in. Pontus ina -vision, who ordered him to bring the statne 
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to the newly founded city of Aloxandria withoutdelay. After nmch diffieulhy 
Ptolemy had the statue stolen from Sinope and brought to Alexaniria, 
wheren pon ‘Timothous his interpreter and Manetho persuaded him that it 
was none other than Serapis. When it had been set up in the city, it mpidly 
got the name that Pluto bears among the Egyptians, te. Serapia. This story 
has always been a mythologioal puzale. As wo have seen, Serapis had been 
in existence at Memphis for a thousand years before, and why a Black Sen 
wwn should be the plaice of origm assigned to one of the most popular 
Egyptian deitics is a mystery. In connexion with this, Letronne’s shrewd 
soujecture is well worth recalling. This suggests * that the Greeks, who 
were a people always desirous of ascribing everything to themselves, invented 
the legend that Serapis came frau: Sinope, when as a matter of fiet he really 
came from & mountain named Sinopion? near Meinphis, The close proximity 
of Memphis to the Serapenm at Sakkara, where the sactel Apis bulla were 
buriod, makes Letronne’s theory the most satisfiehory yot offered. [tis 
probable, however, that there in some truth in Platarch’s ators. There in no 
donbs that Ptolemy Soter wae anxions to find a divinity for Alexandria that 
could be worshipped alike by Greeks and Egyptians He must have been 
informed that the cardinal doctrines of the Egyptian religion. centred rand 
the enlt of the dead and the god of tho dead Osiris who was also incxrnate in 
the Apis bull, nnd so Serapis was adopted as the most aeceptable deity to 
beconie supremo god of Alexandna. On the other hand the Greoks might 
object to « purely Egyptian god being given precedence over the deities of 
Olympus, antl accordingly the story was promulgated either at the Ume or 
soon after that, as the new deity was a god of the dead, hie was really Mito, 
and itis easy to understanm! how, whether by accident or by design, the confusion 
between Sinope in. Ponti and Sinopion at Memphis was nove of his plaice of 
origin, It is probably for the sane roxsmn, namely, in order not to arowee 
Greek prejudice, that the Alexandnan type of Serapis in never in the leant 
Egyptian, but compares more with the usual type of Zeus with curly locks 
and flowing beard, for it is not likely that Greek taste would have sanctioned 
the worship of a human mommy with a bull's head, which was at that time 
the usual Egyptian representation of Asar-Hopi, 

But to return to Plutarch and his conceptions of Osiris anil the Egyptian 
religion. He is obviously much attracted by the old identification of Osiris 
and Dionysns, Comparison had long been drawn botween Demeter and Tans 
and Dionysus and} Osirie thua linking op the Egyptian system with the 
mysteries of Elensvis" and this fact would naturally make a great appeal to 
Plutarch. He conipares the garments of the priest at the burial of the Apie 
bulls with thase worn at the Bacehic rites.

Egyptians™ Bat the author of this theory builds the majority of bis 
arguments on the Osiris doctrines of Plutarch, doctrines which are contorted 
to suit Platonio theories, and compiled withont any real insight inte the 
firndamentals of Egyptian belief There can be no doubt that the old identifi- 
cation of Osiris with Dionysus was eayerly seized upon by the later syncretists, 
who hoped to prove thureby an intimate connexion between thy Greek 
mysteries and the Egyptian, but it is probable that if the two were traced back 
to their native sources they would be found tu have nothing whatever to de 
with one another, To go back w the XVELth and XIXth Dynasties for the 
origin of thé Eluusinian mysteries is a far ery. But apart from the great 
distance in time involved, we know that the Egyptian domination in Palestine 
and the sea-board further north lef little intiuence on the peentiar calts of the 
Semitic inhabitants, and it is. still Jess likely that Egyptian religious idens 
should have taken root further afield among the early Greeks, Perhaps when 
more is known about the Mycenaean religion some econneeting links may be 
made in that direetion, but it would seem in any case that Dionysus was 
of North-Aryan (Thracian) origin. He certainly has ny equivalent among 
the Semites, 

In spite of the racial barriers that preclided Platarch from a real 
understanding of Egyptian beliefs, he has left os many interesting side-lights 
_ onthe native religion of hie time. Hie account of the actnal Osiris and Set 
legend, of the slaying of Osiris, of the part played by Isis and Nephthys, and 
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of the birth of Harpokrates is all thoroughly in accordanve with the current 
native traditions, Most interesting is his brief description of the autuan 
ceremony, when & gilt ox was covered with black linen, ae a token of the 
fallen Nile, and when, later, on the nineteenth of Athyr, the ' Dressers’ and 
priests bronght out a sacral coffer containing a golden ark, inte which water 
was poured from the Nile, and a hott mised by the assistants, as if Osiris 
had been found; after this earth and spices were kneaded with the water 
into a little Image of the moon, which was then robed and decorated Here 
we have « glimpse of a purely native ceremony in connexion with the 
inundation, in which Osiris certauily seems to have played the part of the 
Nile-god, and also of some lunar deity, perhaps Khons-loh. It would almost 
seam al first sight a cereniony very closely parallel with the finding of Adoms 
and the rejoicings celebrating the end of winter; but the celebrations in this 
case take place in autumn and are entirely connected with the river, while 
they have little or nothing of agricultural or Nature siguifieanen Untor- 
tunately, Plutarch, whether from ignomnece or from fear of revealing mysteries 
to the gaze of the vulgar, gives us ne account of any of the religions 
ceremonies comnmected with the passion of Osiris, or with any other of the 
great deities he mentions, although ho discourses on sistra, the vestments of 
Isis, and incense. The ceremonial described in such detail m the texte of 
Dendereh and Edfu seems quite anknown to him: even if he had been 
acquainted with it, he would have found it very hard to reconcile with his 
Platonin scheme. Nevertheless, he has gathered many scraps of knowledge 
which are kitown to be correct, as when be telis ns that Abydos was formerly 
the chief burying-place of kings and nobles, Huet many towns claiined to be 
tombs of Osiris, that Set hud the heul of an ass that Osiris was usually 
represented as being black, and so an Among many horrible travestias of 
etymology he hae a few philological explanations to offer, snely as those of 
Hathor and Mot, which are correct. Throughout he seems always desirous 
of being thought one who wan well acquainted with everything Egyptian. 
But the fact is, Plutarch saw Egypt through a distorted medium—hrough 
the medium of the Alexandrian doctrines abont Osiris and Isis. How and 
when this Alexandrian sehool grew up it is diffeult to say, The causes 
whith lod to its establishment were the general syncretism of the age and 
the mixture of the Greek anil native populace, But Greeks and Egyptians 
or Egypto-Groeks broaght up under Hellenic influence desired, like Plutarch 
hiroself, to steer a middle course between Atheism and Superstition, whore- 
fore the grovser side of the Egyptian religion wax dropped or treated 
symbolically, while Osiris, Isis, Anubis, and one of two uthor deitice were 
picked out and declared not only to be the Egyptian equivalents of some of 
the greater dwellers on Olympas, bnt, in accordance with the Platemie feeling 
of the time, to be world-spirits carrying out the bidding of the Joga. As 
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this cult grew up jt must have diverged further and further from). the 
doctrines of the metive priests, who can have had littl: sympathy with it; but 
its devotees assumed! that in theit ritual and ceremonial they wore preserving 
the ancient customs and mysteries of the Egyptian religion, These latter, 
in Plutarch’e time, were dying fast, although still maintained intact im the 
great religions centres away ftom Alexandria, The ceremonial of the 
Alexandrians was, however, A mere bastard offspring, that grew fess and less 
like the original as time went on. It waa this Alexandrian cult which spreail 
from Egypt to Rome and Raly, to Athens and Greece, to the bunks of the 
Rhine and to the uttermost limits of the Roman empire, Ls devotees 
fonily iinagined that they were not only possessed of an esoteric gnosia of 
the most comforting kind, bat were possested of all the knowledge of the 
Eyypltians ;* yet the visit of a native priest to the Lemple of Isis at Pompeii 
would have Jaft him bewiklered and amazed, not only at the way in which 
the great goddess was worshipped, but at the company she found herself in” 
The descendatits of jreat priexte like Sotne Khaemnns, whose name in 
Platarch’s time was a tradition of the might snd. magical powers of the 
priesthood in the past, lived to see their beloved religion flourishing in many 
foreign lands, but changed heyond all recognition. 

Plutarch, along with other Greeks and Romans, naturally thought this 
Alexandrian cult to be-the real and true Egyptian one. His treatise on Tsis 
antl Osiris shows how deeply interested hy was in the whole aubject, but he 
never got far cnongh ba sda that the cult of Alexandria had diverged very 
vonsidorably from the old native Belicfs He naturally looked at the 
Egyptian teligion through the miedium of Alexandrian ideas. To him the 
tuitive religion certainly contained the pure ore, but the pare one was covered 
by layers of aceretions and superstitions which barriers of race and Jan 
prevented him from penetrating, wherefore it was only fit for the uneducated 
and valgar; the Alexaodrians alone held the key of the true Egyptian faith. 
This was, of course, a total mversion of the facts. The teeming crowds who 
flocked to witness the ceremonies at Edfu or Philac were taking part in 
rituals which had their origin in the first Egyptian Dynasties The ascetic: 
philosopher of Alexandria who adopted a shaven crown and white linen robes 
was «member of an artificial esoterio svciety that was called into being by 
the intermixture of Greek and Egyptian civilization, But it is to Plutarch 
wo owe our knowledge of thix society, aul his mistukes and misconceptions 
show us the iistance by which it had become separated from ite Egyptian 
original,

Simce the publivation of Hartwig's epoct-making book there has been 
something of # lull in the study of Greek vase-pamnting of the best periods ; 
atall events few further uttempta have been made to deal with mdividual 
artists or schools, and their relation to the history of the suljoct in general. 
"The time has perhaps come fara revival of our interest; and though it is not 
claimed for the prosent paper that it has such ambitious aims, ik biny vet 
serve to direct attention to a class of vases not treated by Hartwig, in fact 
hitherto largely neglected. In dealing with the work ef the artist Hischylos, 
T eannot claim to rehabilitate him, as Hartwig hay done with Phintias, 
Onedines, and other artists, chiefly owing to the fact that, whatever the 
interest of the vases wigned with his name, we hove no certain ground for 
crediting him with the decoration of any single specimen, There is indeed 
no definite evidence that he was a vose-painter at all, and he cannot therefore 
uspire to be an Enphronios, # Douris, or even an Eyaktetos. Ho invariably 
signs éroinee, which on. the older theary was osnally hold to imply that the 
same aan both madéand painted the vase, where no other name with 2ypadrev 
accompanies it, Bot according tf the now generally accepted view that 
érolneev denotes the owner af the pottery or master of a school of artiste we 
can no longer admit the comprohonsive sense of the ward; the master stated 
the fact that the vase-was made onder hit supervision, sind permitted his 
anbordinntes’ to ailvertise them names as painters where their work merited 
such distinction Tt will be scen that this lins some bearing on ther 
jjnestion of Hischylos’ work in particular. 

But at all events we may with Klemm? regard him ns haying 
developett the form of the kylix, The fact that mx out of tis oleven 
vuses bear the name af other painters shows that he was pre-ominently a 
potter, und only in the second degree & pointer, The oups of this time 
oxhibit the first appearance of teetonio unity, in the earher Th-F. kylix 
the bowl is distinct from the etetn as.if it rested! on 4 atand, butaow the two 
are structuraily one, and us Klein observes, the profile of the eup begins to 
revall the Dorie capital,

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The vases associated with the name of Hischylos are ales of oneidernble 
interest in connexion with the development of Athenian cup-painting, 
inasmuch as they are essentially transitional in character, Like Andokides 
aud Nikosthenes, Hischyloe stands on the threshold of the new red-figure 
style; and not only prodaced both black-figured and red-figured. vases, hnt 
also others in which the two styles are combed. But it cannot be said that 
they afford any nssistance towards the solution of the old problem of the 
origin of the red-figute styla It is indeed probably that & eatisfactory 
solution will never be arrived at; the change in the technique was go 
absolute and complete that any transition is, strictly spesking, unpossible. 
We sist seek rather for « reason for the change that for an explanation of 
the process involyed, Meanwhile itsnay be dated that the transitional tases 
are of two kinds, one vatiety tepresented by the work of Andokides, the other 
by the kylikes of the Ejpictetan cycle, In the former's‘ bilingual” vases the 
principle obtains that the same subject ia repented in, both methods, but the 
eotours are exactly reversed, asin the ansphora from the Forman collection,’ 
now at Boston, and the Palermo cup* with its ‘counterchanged” exterior 
(to wae & heraldic expression). In the latter the subjects are differens; and 
the interior desivn is usually biack-figured, tho extéertor red-figured ; im a 
few instances the eoritrary is the case. 

Whether, therefore, we look to Andokides ur to the sclioal of Epiktetos 
m4 the innovator, the change appears to be dav siesply to artistic cnusc at 
work wt this time in Greek art, which found their reflection in the vases, 
There had been going on throughout the course of early art a tendency (to 
which B.-F. yase-painting i« an exception) in fayonr of representing figures in 
light tone against w dark backgrooml It may be observed ia the stelo of 
Lyseas,” and in the Clazomenae sarcophag,* and w sculpture the growing 
preference for high relief may be regarded as a parallel development Even 
in the BF. vases the tendeney is suggested by the attempts at lightuning the 
figurce by polychromy, and-still more by the pructice of covering as mich as 
possible of the surfuoe of the vase with the black varnish, leaving only a soul 
panel for the B-F_ desion This was in ulfort u preparation for the next 
step, to bring the black varnish close up to the design nen hakeround for 
figures in light tone Semething of the sume kint} had already tuun 
atteripted in shielt-+levices, while the variety of treatiient of the Gorganeton 
in late B-F. vasew illustrates the experimenting fur colour effecte which is 
characteristic of the time’ Further, the wee of accessory bolours was tending 
to fall into distivour, and the simpli: contrast of black and red waa becoming 
more marked. It would not thorefore require a great exertion of the imaginn- 
tion to try the effect of leaving the figures red, m place of the very small anount

We are then left with the result that the earlicet R.-F. kylikes preserve 
in their extedior devoration the oxact scheme of the later B-F. vases of this 
form, whikt the interior subject; which once more eprings into favour, 
preserves the older muthod. “The reason for this is not at first sight obyjous, 
bot on the other-hand the revival of the interior subject is probably duw to 
the change in the form of the cup, which had beounw fatter and shallower, 
leaving a level enrlace in the centr with obvioms Opportunities for 
decoration, 

A list of the cups of the transitional period or * Epiktetan eydle” Was 
drawn up some twenty years ago by Kluin, and probably requires little 
aimendinant ab the present timo, Ip is reproduced with « fow weltitions and 
correctiuns (Klein's numeration being followed so fier it goes) in Tables L-111, 
He divides thet into three classes: BAF, ‘nixed, and R-F. Among the 
twelve B-F. cups ho reckons six signed by Nikosthenes, foar signed by 
Pamphaios, ane signed by Hischylos, and one signed by Hischylue as potter 
with Sakonides as painter, To these twelve may be added four. plates or 
*Tollar’ of similar style, and three cups (ato im Klein's list) with white- 
ground designs on thy exterior antl 4 Gorgenvion in the interior all evidently 
of fate B-F: work. ‘The ‘ mixed‘ axamples int Klein's lst amount to twenty- 
twoo which number 1 have increased ty thirty-thrve by sundry sdditions ; 
theae include three cups signed by Hischyhs with Bpiktetow a* painter, and 
two others with the former nanur alone, Others are signed by Pamplaios, 
Nikuathenus, Chotis, Psiax:and Andokides, Of tho earlier RF. hylikes with

In the 
(hres classes hw appears to have employed sncessively as painters Sakonides, 
Epiktetos, and Pheidippos; of the first and last of these we know nothing 
mor Epiktutes on the other hand was destined for a long and 
successful career, and evidently learned his erafi. in the workshop of 
Hischylos. Tow to take these groups of vases successively, in 
order to show what light they throw on the school of this artist and his.

There ix only Gne complete kylix with purely B.-F. designs bearmg the 
name of Hischylos, and this ie.at Cambridge.” I is the one signed by 
Sakonides as painter, and i+ a typical late B-F, kylix with the large eyes and 
figures between on the exterior, but no interior design Tho absence of the 
latter argues fora comparatively early date (artistically if not chronologically) 
I cannot tract « similarity to the work of Sakonidées in any of the ' transi- 
tionat* eups, and he ast therefore be regarded as belonging  & time 
before the innovation was thought of. But we may with more profit turn to 
the other B-F. enp signed by Hischylis, the kylix in Berlin. (Cat, 2100) 
which wax published some years ago by Frinkel,” and of which, thanks to 
tie kindness of Dr. Zahn, 1 am here enabled to offer an improved and revised 
reproduction (Plate IX), 

The interior design of this cup was originally published by Friinkel in « 
restored and consequently somewhar misleading form. The new photograph 
shewe closrly the parta which are missing, and it is more necessary to call 
attention to these, as Frinkel's account of them in his accompanying text is 
jnaccnrate and deficient. They include the greater part of the right arm, the 
right leg and nll.of the Wft.as far as the top of the boot, portions of the 
chiatnys and the left hand with part of the cup it bolls. The chief intarest of 
the figure lies in the curious headdress, which is exscatially feminine,” and 
ita form seems to indicate a knot of hair at the back of the head under the 
ooif. The drawing is slightly careless, but the general treatment of the 
figure is good and betrays more freedom than is usually associated with BF. 
drawing. It je in fact easier, as noted subsequently, to find parallels jn R-P, 
cases thant in the earlier style, Of the signature there remain only the 
jotters 2+V DSEPOIE, hut this is quite sufficient evidence for the restoration 
"Ljoyifdols exroteicer, which Frankel propounded. 

The Berlin Museurs contains another vase (Ne 2001), which ig a 
genuine plate or ‘Teller,’ and with this may be associated at least throe 
others of similar form and style, They evidently belong to the end of the 
B-F. period, and as their designs suggest 6 comparison with the interns of 
the Hisehyloe school T have thought them worth publishing hers, with the 
biygestion that they are closely allied to, if not the actual work of that school 
The obher three examples are in the British Maseum (Cat. B 589-501),

Te-may be.accepted without much doabt that Epiktetos in his younger

As w the subject, T think there oan be little doubt that it has no 
mythological significance, Such would be qnite contrary to the prictice of 
the painters of the time, with their tendency to simplicity, which in the new 
and anfamiliay mothod was doubtless natural, but which they appear to have 
adhered to from choice-even whon retaining the old method. Ar all events 
they werg at this time confining themselves to single figures for interiors, 
with the object, apparently, of learning how best to fill the eirculur space. 
An instinct’ says A. 3. Mirrray.* ‘derived from older art dictated that this 
cireular space must be broken up al taken full possession of by the. figure 
within it, The figure must assunie an attitude of stooping, kneeling, or 
rumiing, such as would adapt it to the purpose.’ So also Klein says:* 
‘Here we have carrying, lifting, hurrying, running, swoping, dancing, springing 
»»». and all for the sole purpose of obtaining those movements of the 
haman body which the space of the vase demanded.’ ‘This studied attempt to 
muintain simplicity results then in the limitation of themes for the interiors 
to three or four stock types: ephebi, warriors; or Satyrs; the variation is in 
the action of the figures, not in their character. 

Hisehvios has signed another vase of this class, in which the interior 
design is of the same type, though vastly inferior from the artistic point of 
view. It is moreover in very bail condition The enp in question is in the 
Museum of the University at Wiiraburg (iii, 357), and Tam indebted to the 
kininess of Dr. Bulle for 4 photograph, reproduced in Fig. 2. The drawmg, 
it will be seen, is poor and careless even to deeadense, and one is not 
surprised that the painter has remained anonymous. But as in the Ricketts- 
Shannon cop there is the same desire to obtain variety by adopting a new 
motive for an ordinary single figure. The man seems to be feeling his way 
forward as if intent on some attack or captare of a playful kind, An even 
closer parallel may be found in a kylix of Inter date, with the xaXds-name

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It iscertainly impossible to trave any exact parallel in atyle, and the most that 
can be said is that it has the genera! characteristics of the transitional cups, 
among which it je entitled to a high place from the interest antl artistic 
merit of its subject. With regard to the other two here published, the 
Wurzburg cup is too inferior in exerntion for any profitable discussion, while 
the interior design of the British Museum eup E3 is on the wholw most likely 
ty be a specimen of Epiktetos’ BF. work. It is at all events quite worthy 


of his reputation.

The scoompanying Table IV. collects toyethor all the vases with 
Hischylea’ signature which have been given in the three preceding tables 
and for the moet part ulrasdy diseussed individually. It may, however. 
bo worth while to make some attempt to dam pp te general pesulis, if any 
there he, of the preceding investigation, One point which may perhaps have. 
snue bearing on the subject is the position of the signatures on the meses in 
ch instance, as noted in Table IV, The ovittence derived therefrom is, 
however, negative nither than positive, so far as Hischylos’ urtistic qnalities 
ate concernodl, 

‘To take these signatures in detail, in No. 19s already shown, it is clear 
thal Sukonides alone was responsible for the decoration, No 2 being 
incomplete affords: no evidence apart from questions of style, No 8 inet De 
by an anonymous pamter; and No. 12, though protiably from the workshop 
of Hischyloe, is not certainly signed by him. Nes 3-3, 9, 10 are fully 
acvounted for by the presence of the painter's signature (in all cases but one, 
Bpiktetos); usiless we may auppose that the Eyeite only refers to. the part 
of tho design where ib oecurs, Ge. the exterior of 8-5, 10 and the interior of 0: 
There retains the possibility thot in Noa, 6, 7, Land 13, where tu painter's 
name Ocetirs, and Aischylos' signature appenrs in the design, the decoration 
miy be fron hie hand, Unfortunately where it ts possible to compare these 
designs with exch other or with the othors just mentioned, the stvly affords 
nt = pomts of similarity on which to establish a theory as to Tischylos’ 
own work. 
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The maxiinom amount of decoration attributable to hint is as fillows: 
Nex 9-7, interiors (B-F.), 9, exterior (R-F)), 10, 11, 15, interior (R-F.), 
But imemuch as the presumption ie against his having painted any part of 
the vsee where others have signed éypare, we are loft with four interior 
designs (G6 aud 7 B-F., 11 and 19 B-F.), at present unattributed. The 
absence of any posaitility ofa complete publication of the Hischyloe group 
and the great variety of aiylo running through all the known examples 
prohibit us from reaching any wore (lefinite conclusion than the following. 

Hisehyloe employed other artists to decorate thy vases which be made 
himself or siperintended in the making, Woy gather that in this way he 
successively employed Sakonides, Bpiktetos, and Pheidippos The remark- 
able variety of ptyle, not only in the Hischylos group but im all the cups of 
kindred character, ineveases the difficulty of porting oul; though it is curious 
that-here it iq the B-F.onot the B.-F. designs, to which we look for evidienes. 
The lattor as yeb ore tainly too conventional or too eumple for eviteria of- 
style; and thie i¢ perhape another argument against limiting the éypayre 
formula to one part ofa cop. We are then compelled to assnme that other 
painters: worked for Hischylos besides those alrandy opmed, and thot to these 
artists we must assign the majority of the hitherto unattrilmted works, 
which, in addition to the thirteen with his name, must also he Inoluced 
amoung the products of the workshop of Hischyloa.

This place 
is mentioned in a ronte from Podandos te Dorylaion, described by Tbn 
Khurdadiluh" and Tdrisi,"* and disenssed by Ramsay in fits article on 
Lyvaonia®® The first stations are Podandos —al-Karm —an-Nawba— 
al-Kanais—Wafin—Baliss—Marj al-Uskul™ Ratuaay thinks thet this route 
(in whieh Lulon and Tyana do net ecetr) cortesponla, in ite first part, to

tu Sasina lay farther to the east than the present horse-road, and joined 
the Tyane-Sasina road not at Nigde, but at Andabalis? However this 
may be, we may, I suggest, identify Thn Khurdadhbah's an-Nawbe with 
Andabalis As Sasima (Hassa-Keui) could mot well be omitted in the 
itinerary, it is an obviows conjecture that it should be sought in the next 
station al-Kanais (‘the charches’)!* This place is described by Thn 
Khariadhbah ‘on the right of Kawkab’ It seems possible that KRawkab 
means Malakopaia, and if so, the description “to the eouth of Malakopsia’ 
would exactly apply to Sasima, The next important station on the route to 
Dorylaton, viz Archelais, would be Nazianzos, and I to identify 
Nazianzoe with Ibn Khurdadhbah's Marj al-Uskuf T may point out that 
Nazianzos, rendered illustrious by its fumous bishop Gregory, presetits a 
motif for the name Marj ul-Uskuf, ‘ bishop's meadow! 

We may now return te the message af the Caliph to his yeneral, They 
dre in southern Cappadocia, marching to Ancyra,and) Ashias is warned of the 
imminent danger of an attack from « Roman army which the Emperor 
Theophilus is realy to throw ocross the river—Lamos If the Emperor were 
on the banks of the Lamos, he was no more dangerous to the northward 
march of the Saracens than if he hal been on thy banks ofa river in 
Europe. In few places could he have been more safely out of the way than 
in thé kleteurarchy of Seloncia. It is obvious that the Lamos has no relation 
to the military sittation, and is sunply an error of Taban. Tho Emperor

(Ax Koron was the resilunce of the kleurarch of Cappadocia, ii was natural 
for Ashoas to caloulate that the position of the Exrparor would be known to 
the garrison.) Argnios ts evidently the mountain meant by Tabari, and Durra 
mnst have Jain on another side of this mountain. The conjecture of Vasil'er 
that Doara ismeant does not sait the data, since Ramsay seems to be nght 
in placing Doare at Haji Bekiash, which ties beyond the Hualys, considerably

(ef Gonme, p 15; Fredrich, p, 217); yet since unwritten history is vastly 
greiter than the soourtied: auch attonmpts can never win tore than # measnre 
of plausibility. I append o tentative chronological sequence of the remains, 
bused on ther technique alone. The figuree in the Acropolis column refer 
to those inthe Plan, Fig. 1.

Without claiming certainty for the details of the above E think it 
dlear from the table 2¢ a whole that the Acropolis lacks any remams of the 
Afth and fourth centuries we. Lb is quite likely that it was in those ages « 
worthy crown of this great city, and the denudation must be attninited to 
the vehomenre with which it waa taken and re-taken im liter times. Only: 
the megalithic temains af an earlier age could withstand those heree 
onslanghts, 

“Now that we have completed our circuit of the walls it will be well to 
notice certain pointe of interest within the encerate, 

ft will be remembered that we made ourstart with the stretch of wall 
which now forms the E.owall of the garden of thy qetéchd nenr the longer 
mole of the harbour, Between this piece of wall and the arregulartow of houses 
routing the hill parillel to itis a stretch of waste land contaming wt tts 
S, angle i Jurge well (Pl. XIV. 1), Starting from thisare traces of an nnnient 
wall ascending wt first in 4 directiods nearly jurillel with the town-wall; In the 
enclosed vineyard in’ whieh it terminates will be found rummins of threo ters 
of walls ata slight angle to the frat, The best preserved fragment (340 mi) 
le in the uppermost tier of all. 

Uf we continue oor ascent by the well-marked track we find ourselves ob 
a ridge separating the depression containing the theatre from the main caved of 
Thnacs: The theatretteclf ts to-day a deep pit so filled with boulders and phe 
unyielding growth of the wild olive that it is difficalt to get oven ibs orpitebahia. 
Cleared of these it might well yield further inscriptions and details of

Lx hie description of the Steeet of Tripods at Athens Paaranins notices 
certain important works of art by Praxiteles The passage” has piven pike to 
much dispnte.

The romaindlor of the drapery shows a wonderful vanety of trear- 
ment: the slight folds dying away in front of the left thigh, the unbroken surface 
cof the stuff where it clings closely tothe tlesh, thealmost vertical folds which 
drop from the left knve te the foot, the heavier and deqper folds which aweoys 
from the left across the right leg—all these contrast with the drapery which

In none of these exaniples, however, is the goddevs winged, Contem- 
pormry with the goddess we find a mali: deity, also unwinged in @ sitnilar 
posture, just as in later times we find a winged god contemporary with the 
winged goddess: fn both ages moreover the goddess is more prominent 
than the god. ‘To return, however, to the question of wings, which is the 
great differoncy between the Hellenic and Pre-hellonic examples. Winged 
monsters oceitt froqnently in Asgoan art and it is possible that the winged 
deity is dnly a natu! development, but (bis more probalile that the ongin 
of the nildition of wings ix suggested by the provenance of the Nimrond 
specimen, which though itself unwingedl brings the type into the region of 
wingwd deitios The difforanme between the winged! andl unwinged guriants 
is Hot so gront as has nenally been made out, for, ae we have seen from the 
Spartan series, the wings in Hellenic times wore often omitted They wers, 
however, first introduced and ndded to the type in the period of chatige and 
confusion between the end of Minoan art and the rise of the Hellonio age,

The oecurrence of a winged male deity in Hellenic times ts when 
considered by itself obscure, but if taken in connexion with the oorre- 
sponding god that occurs on Minoan seil-stones can be wasily uxplained. 
In origin both the Minoan god and goddess are aniconic, and mumerons 
examples are known. of which the Lion Gate at Mycenae is the mosh famous, 
where a sacred pillar takes the place of the human figure between animals, 
It is noticeable that in the case of the Lion fate, as in many other examples, 
the lions are each resting their fore-paws on an altar, Thus exch baety! has 
two altars by it, aignifying that it is consecrated not to @ single slivinity but 
lo a divine pair, We have e classical examplo of this at, Paphos in Cypras, 
where the pillar is sacred in torn both to Aphrodite.and Aphrodites. The 
female divinity in Minoan times invariably predominates and consequently in 
the Hellenin period also we find the winged goildess predominating over the 
winged god. Thus the direct arigin of our type is to be found in tho Minoan 
period, and the moditieation of the Minoan prototype, whith ovcurs at the 
very beginning of the Hellanic age, is due to a wave of Eastern influence 
produced first by the spread of Minoaty culture in its last phuss, not to Tonia, 
which is probably barely tonched, hut rather to Rhodes and Oyprus, and 
secondly by the lino of Achaco-Dorian volonies which spresding in the same 
direction enpplanted the older coltary and came into contact with the eaxt 
themselves: The archaeological evidence for this period is necessarily slight. 
Tho Nimrond ivory may perhaps fill it chronologically bat shows no traces 
of doing so in its treatment and design. Among ‘the Aigina treasure, ™ 
however, is a gold pendant that belongs to our type although the central 
figure is neither female nor witged. Chronologically it way be contemporary 
with the earliest examples from Sparta bat in style it belongs to the period 
of change, for while it ix essentially Myoenavan, ite nearest stylistic parallels 
are from Cyprns.” 

There are moreover several other indicttions whirh point to « special 
connexion betwoen the Southern Peloponnese and Crete and signs alse of an 
early Eastern inthuence that is not Tonian in origin, In many respects the 
contents of the Vaphio tombs and the recent disquveries at Kakdratos are 
Cretan as oppised to Mycenaean. At Sparta too Artemis Lssoria® was 
known alex a5 Limnos; and moreover she was not really Artemis but 
Britumart, « goddess that tstboth identified with Artemis and is also tn all 
probability a direct descendant of the carly Cretan cults. The armed 
Aphrodite who was worshipped at Sparta and in Cythens was thought by 
thy ancients to he in origin ‘Phoenician’ and the term ' Amyclacan”

centre of the cult of the Persian Artemis,* a) goddess who many have 
supposed! was represaniel by the wingel type According to Pausanias’ 
aceomnt the winged Artemia on thé chest of Cypeelua is placed amony those 
artishic motives which mot authoritie: agree belong bo the alder Pelion:

logical evidence, One other passe in Pausiniay has by some been thought 
ty refer to the winged type of goddess, Efe tells ux that the crown of the 
Rhamnian Nemesis“ was adorned with deer and small figares of vintory.

From the above it is at once clear that we are concerned with.a very 
Jtimitive cult. The stories referring to the origin of rites and the travela of 
the image, though certainly later attempts to explain the wxistency of 
coremomes that ware so much at vangnece with the usual Hellenie ritual, are 
novertheless of the utmost yalue in showing the clase of ounlt tw whioh the 
Spartan goddess was most closely allied. The image that was carried off wo 
Suse and afterwards presented to the Syrians of Laodicen i# anpposed to bo 
shown on the coins of that city,* in which case it in ne way resembled any 
typo.as yet discovered at Sparta. The connexion, however, between Arieuis 
Orthis and the other yoddesses with which Pausanias classes her ix probably 
in all cases 4 connexion base on similarity of cult rather thay of cult object 
or type under which the deity in question was at tines represented ‘To 
discuss the vexed question of the urgin and significance of the Brauronian 
ritual ts beyond the seope of this paper, it is sufficient to notices thit it 
Was very probably un initiation ceremony. The scourging at the altar 
of Artentis Orthia is not unlike the initiatory rites practised by curtain 
savages, but the explanation given by the ancients is that it was a later 
substitution for human sacrifice. The Tauric antl Laodicean goddesses are 
likewiwe connected with human sacrifice Thy evidence for Laotlicea it ia 
true is only to be found in Porphyry, who calls the goddess not Artemia but 
Athona, but nist anthorities agree that an Artemis is really jntended.” 
What rite was sibstituted at Lacdices for human sacrifice is unknown 
Thus in three cases out of four, in the cults of Artemis Taurike, Orthia, and 
Of the Laodicean Artemis we have definite legends of human seerifice, and in. 
the case of Artemi¥ Orthia snd Brauronia, « rite which is probably an 
initiation ceremony, Lt therefore seems probable that the connexion between 
Artemis Bravronia aod Artemis Orthia is fundamental and ‘based on the 
sitrvival af inttiation eeremonies, while the commexion of Artemis Urthia with 
the Tauric and Laodicean Artemis is less fundamental being based on the 
theory of original human sacrifice which was put forward in order to oxplain 
the barbarous rites at the altar of Orthia. On the othor hand in is quite 
possible that human sacrifice may be the true explanation, In any case all

Heollenio deitios Artemis in many respects contains to most primitive 
features: hor statucs are often ruder and more aniconic than those of any 
other divinity and her various cults may be divided into two tiaw classes, 
the ot containing those culte in whiel the goddess shows ber Liter and pore 
truly Hollenic aspects and is the chaste huntress, the sister and faniale counter- 
part of Apollo, wn the other including andless minur culte in which she lia 
the more primitive charaster of a goddess of nature without Any apparent 
felationship te Apollo in any way whatsover, In fach these two clases of 
Artemis cults have titth: in. cotamon except the mene nate Of the more 
prrmitive oults. whieh alone concern os here, Orthia is apparently ane of the 
tmowt striking examples. Many of these colts show the connexion nf the 
yeddess with vegetation as well as with the animal world, Orvhie 
worvover was also known as Lugodesma, Consequently considnring the 
primitive nature of these cuits as well as the aniconic origin of the winged 
bypi, it seems possible that the utile Orthia should be interpreted as 
hitaning originally upright in ite littral sensy without any further ethical

§ L—Introduetery, 


Tur following article ix a dirett continuation of that which has just 
appeared in the Annual of the British School at Athens, Vol. xiv, pp. 226 
tw S18. and must be read in the light of the gener! introduction to the 
whole excavations there given! It is enough to say here that part of the 
Nocrupolis of Rhitsdna, five miles on the Boeotian side of Chalois, the 
vonjvotared sito of the ancient Mycalessos, was excavated by the writers 
in te autumn of 1007 und the spring of LOS; und ‘that the vase finds were 
a considerable that they have hail te be divided up hetweor several articles: 
In the ASA. referred t there were pulilished yenvral sections on 
Topography, Hivtory, and Method of Burial, the Catalogue of eight Graves, 
antl  dissussion of their Dating and of what we have decided to call the 
Boocotian Kylix Style? ‘The present article will contain. the Catalogue of 
four more grmyes, @ deseryption of two individual vases. from the BBA, 
graves now reproduced io colours, and general sections on the meaning of

The Grave 18 polychrome kantharal (Noa 245 and 249) ought to tirow 
light on our problem. TTafortunately, they are the only exaroplee known, and it 
would be rash for ux to infer that they are Boeotian from their leaving heen 
found in Boocotia. Tp ia quite conceivable too that the vases wero made in 
one place and decorated in ancther aubeeqnently. It has been noted that their 
ecolvur schwme finds « close parallel in the Brit. Muy, Munich, and Wiirzturg 
pimkes discussed above (p. 337, n $2), which are probably Boeotian. 

Our evidence is therefore not. by itself, very conclusive. Perhape it alightly 
favours the view thar the Boeotian potters turned Gut large quantities of aoveril 
well defined styles of pottery, aml that our intermediary series arejin the main at 
any rate, the experiments of men (or at lost workshops) that were acewstomed to 
turn their hands to more than one of the fully developed and partly stereotyped 
vase forms that flourished in the sixth century, This view accounts perhapa next 
satisiactonly for the number and variety of our intermediary series, and for 
the way in which each of our main types seems to have reacted on the rest’? 
The latter point appline to.colvar! as well a to form und decoration. It plao 
lest axplaine the fact that certain types seem ty have been found almost 
exclusively in Bocutin 

On tho other linnd we lave the fact that some of our mosh characteriatio 
types Bare heen found in places to which Bovotia is unlikely to have exported 
them. 

: The yuestiony a6 to where the various fabrics wore invented is an entirely 
different one, whowe interest and importance have long been sulfiviontly i. 
Tn fact ite almost exolusive study has led good archaeologists into wnacientific 
and misleading assumptions. There lias been a tondeney to postulate one place 
ond fabric, ant ono fabric one place. Bohlau for instance (Jahrb. 1888;

THe twelve oiouths sines the writing of the lat of these Reyurts have 
wiinkead a continuation of moat of the excavations then noticed, although it 
Nas beeg «year rather of pororise than of many important diseovenes The 
prospect of a Middle Minin OT eanetery at Knossos, a period which jhas: 
yielded sane of the finest objects, and the discovery of Myvenean remains by 
the British School near Sparta give good hope for the future, whilst: the 
Friaich excavation of Delos has made steudy progressand the German work 
af Tiros and in the neighbourhood! of Olympia his produced good resulta — 

The Greek Archneoingical Society has continued all through the vear the 
workon the buildings of the Acropalix! ‘The Erechtheion is now finished, 
ant the Propylain has been begun. The fallen blocks from tho mrahitrave 
ant elsewhore are now to be replaced tiv siti, and when this has been done a 
decmion is to be takon as to how mach further jt ix desirable 1 oonbinue 
the work, On this huportant point Dr, Kayvadhins hue expressed! hinmell 
very oliarly, in order (0 reassure any drchucologisis who muy fier that too 
much is boing done in the way of restoration and renewal, He writes;— 

‘Tt is understood thet there is no qnestion of twhutlding the 
monument with new amaterial, (hat is to my, of restoration, a word 
which, taken. in this sense, has caused Western scholars to protest 
against the Gimek authorities in this matter of the r-trection of ancient 
monniients "This sisiety is, baseless, bocnuse the Society adopt the 
following system.

The poliey of setting m. order ancient monuments and buildings, 
improvitig Jocal moseuns, and taking measures for the proper preservation of 
archaedlogical gites notably the Kemmoikos, has oocupied a greal part of 
the Society's resirces, and even now much reionins to he done Dr. 
Kavyadhins writes that the wark alrealy dene at the teinple of Tassal eug- 
gests that the fallen romaine of the temple of Nemes shoul) ales be replaced 
in the same way, whilst the improvement of the Hieron of Epidauros only 
emphasizes (ho condition of Olympia. The work on the Byzantine builtlings 
at Daphni and Mistra should ‘be extended to the famous church at Arta, 
There is also * prospeen that.a. museam will be boilt at Athene for Christian 
iN Eie ities. 

Amongst thd excavations of the Society the work at Athens comes first, 
The region in front of the Boulf Gate af the Acropolis bas now been cleared, 
and the approwh is ts be improved and the tower of Kimon, upon which the 
Temple of Nike Apteros rexta, is lo be strehgthened by the insertion of new 
blocks. 

The exeivations near ihe Theseoni reoordal lash yaar have been 
continwed, hit without.any reeulte, except to how that the region was nse 
asa burial ground at the time when the tenrple was a churth. The earth 
has thus boon very anal distorbed since antiquity. 

Ir, Stats’ work at Sunion has been continued, and «very ancient templ> 
found with the base of the oult-statue stil] in eity, The bmken architrave- 
blocks wif the Temple of Poseidon have been further supported by means of 
iron hands, and fallen pieves replaced on the same system as that enmployed 
for the borlilings ot the Acropwilia.

Excavation hat been coutinaed in Aitolia and Akarnunia by Dp. Sotiria- 
dhis. Mycenean tombs with remainy of bronze and lerracothy ornaments 
are reported from Koronta in Southern Akarnania, gold ornaments fron 
Hollemstio tombs in Kalydon, and inseription trom the temple of Arteniie 
Laphrin and from near Phistyon. A museum has been boilt at Therman: to 
dentin all thu chjects found in recent years which have nof beon brought to 
Athens, atid thy two oval) Iuildings noar the Temple of Apollu, whith so 
choawly recall the prehistoric apsidal structures which have now been found in 
the earlier stratus at Olympia, lave been hirthar examined, 

The work Gf the Society includes also the discovery of more Cycladic 
tombe at Koniiaki in Naxes, the examination of the building neur Karvstos 
identified with the Poscidica of Strabo, the exearation of a temple at Karystos 
and the continmstion. of the excavation of the teniple af Apollo Daphnepliores 
at Eretria. A small temple hag been found at, Ttonos in ‘Thesanly, near the 
scene of Mr, Wace's prehistoric excavations noticed last year, and the 
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excavation of the Acropolis of Phthiotic Thebes has been coritinuel, Here 
Dr Arvanitopontiios has fours prehistoric vases with Geometric mnewerd 
patterns of straight lines without spirals, the imcnions being filled with 
& white jugment. 

A note on the restoration of the Temple at Bassai and the photograph 
bere reproduced (Fig. 1) TL owe to the kindness of Dr. Rhomuios The safiry 
of the colurons bis been assured by renewing the broken stones of the 
stylubate and steps Fortunately not very many blocks were in such « bad 
condition as to make this necessary, and the appearance of the building has 
tot been materially altered. The cella wall hae been rebuilt out of oll blocks 
nearly ta the height, of the lone capitals of the interior. In the course of

Finally, other blocks from the temple wf Iktines have boon found, some of 
which, especially column-drams, it may be possible to replace, whilst others 
will load to a farther knowledge of the structure of the building. It is 
interesting to note that many of them show considerable remains of the 
original polychrome doooration, 

Similar work has been done in strengthening the tomb of Kiytainmnestra 
at Mycenae and in continuing the arrangement of the Hieron at Epidanros. 

A lute Mycenean cemetery in Kephallenia has been excavated by 
Dr, Kavvadhias poar the tombe at the village of Mazarakata, which he 
excavated in 1899, He has now cleared a row of sonie twelve rock-cut 
graves approached by drvmyi, In each grave there were from one to as many 
4s fiftwen interments and the finds indicate the late Mycenean pemod. Tt ts 
very interesting te note that the bodies are not extended, but lie on the side 
with the knees drawn up in the contracted position common in the earliest 
Cycladie graves. A bee-hive tomb near by was in very bad candition. The 
oxistence of such a cemetery proves, not merely the importation of Myceneati 
objects, but that there was here « Mycenean population, pnd its povition #6 
far West in the Greek world makes the discovery of considerable importance." 

The Amorican School of Archaeology continues. its excavations at 
Corinth” Ly élearing thy buildings round the market-place the foundations 
f «anal Roman temple bavy bean found, one of the depa drt ras eyopas of 
Padkaniae Outside the Agora a portion of the actual road to Sikyon has 
been recognizil, aud ae the old temple ix on the right of this road it is to be 
identified with certainty as the temple of Apollo, which Pansanias saw in this 
position as he left the Agorn, He here saw also dXyor drerépm, thy fountain 
of Glanke, and beyond thie (ints tatrqy thr xpyenqv) the Odeum. Thus 
guided, the excavators discovered the Odwuin in 1907, and have nuw shewn 
that it was about 65 metres m diameter with the lower seats mostly cut in 
the tative rock, Of the stage-building only the foundations have been 
preserved, 

The theatro and a paved court between 1 and the Odenm have been 
cleared, but the most interesting work has been a farther examination of the 
fountain of Peirene, which bas led to the discovery of the channels which 
brought water to the fonntain, of the surrounding court, and of the early, 
very profmbly Periandrian, reservoirs and draw-basins. 

The discovery of statues of the sixth century A.D, is of interest, A 
torso has now been found, which forms the fourth of a series, of which the 
best preserved was found in 1907.  ‘Thix represents » man wearing a dre 
identical in all dotails with that of the courtiers, who attend Justinian and 
Theodora im the mosaics of the church of S. Vitale at Ravenna, The latest 
period of Venetian power in Greece is reflected by a find of sixty-two 


seventecnth contury silver coins, of which al) but five or six are Venetian. 
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The British School has mow finiahed the excavation of the Sanctuary of 
Artemis Orthiw at Sparta, whielr lias boon the contre: of their work for four 
year, This yoar the oullving piirts of the Sauctnary wore cleared and oon- 
didcrable yermaine of the wall of the Gemenod al various periods were discovered, 
The manoval of further portions of Hie foundation of the Reman Amphithedtre 
eho bled more of these walle to he tree! but the comparatively small number 
af objects found proved thut « limit to the deposit had bain reached. and that 
nothing is to be gained by further digving. ‘The eentre of the arena was 
furthor examined by the removal of some part of the cobble pavement, and 
underneath it ashes and sherds: of Ceomotriec pottery were found, proving 
that the cult of Orthia on this spot wae older than any of the existing: 
eéructomil reniuines, and the configumtion af the atlea tintitral hallow by the 
river, wos “ow woul quite evident A fomarkably built driv wis elo, 
which te right across the ouber part of the sanctuury und finally pasierd 
below the town-wall and wo debonechod on the bank of the river.
